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Ambulance calls 
tied to big hike 
in emergencies

Calls to the Wheeling Fire Department 


Increased 70 per cent during the 1972-73 
fiscal year, according to statistics 
recently released. 


Wheeling Fire Chief Bcrnle Kocppcn 


said the Increase reflected the Impact of 
the fire department's takeover of the vil- 
lage ambulance service. The fire depart- 
ment began operating the ambulance 
service in February, 1972. 


As a result, the number of calls to the 


fire department have increased from 643 
last year to 1,153 this year. 


"The biggest change In the number of 


calls is definitely in the medical assist 
with the ambulance," Kocppcn said. He 
said the increase In ambulance calls also 
reflected the fact that the village's pri- 
vate ambulance service was discontin- 
ued last year. 


DURING TIIL> fiscal year, there were 


690 ambulance calls compared to 243 last 
year, representing a 187 per cent in- 
crease. Of these calls, 440 were within 
the Village of Wheeling. Only 258 were 
outside tho village but within unincorpo- 
rated areas serviced by the Wheeling 
Rural Fire Protection District. 


Fire calls for the 1972-73 year in- 


creased less dramatically. There were 
241 fire calls this year compared to 237 
last year, representing a one per cent 
Increase. 


The number of fire calls within the vil- 


lage boundaries decreased 13 per cent 
from 1S6 last year to 133 this year. Calls 
from the unincorporated areas served by 
the department showed a 30 per cent In- 
crease from 81 last year to 108 this year. 


Tho total fire loss for the year was 


$322,230, a substantial Increase over last 
year's loss of $94,360. 


Tho report also shows Increases in the 


number of calls for minor aid. These 
calls Increased 133 per cent from 404 last 
year to 944 this year. Kocppcn sold these 
colls Include odor Investigations, wash- 
downs for spilled gasoline and other Jobs 
that need only three or four men. 


ONCE AGAIN, the Increase in calls for 


minor old Increased more for areas out- 
side the village limits. Within the village, 
calls Increased 109 per cent from 287 to 
601 while calls outside the village in- 
creased 19.1 per cent from 117 to 343. 


Despite tho Increase In calls from out- 


side the village, tho majority of calls for 
tho fire department continue to come 
from within tho Village of Wheeling. 


According to the report, tho number of 


bomb threats this year decreased by one 
from eight last year to seven this year. 
Likewise, tho number of colls for mutual 
aid by surrounding villages decreased by 
one from 12 last year to 11 this year. 


Tho report, prepared for the village 


board and fire protection district offi- 
cials, stales there arc now 16 full-time 
firemen and 32 volunteer firemen In the 
Wheeling department. 


In the report, Kocppcn mode note of 


tho Hurst Rescue Tool, a piece of emer- 
gency equipment recently acquired by 
the department. The tool is used to free 
victims who arc trapped in cars or build- 
Ingt as a result of accidents. 


Kocppcn snld ho was generally pleased 


with tho operation of tho fire department 
during tho 1972-73 year.

Schools veto civil rights insurance

School Dlst. 21 officials arc not antici- 


pating any civil rights suits that could be 
filed against the school board by employ- 
es or residents of the district. 


School boards in several nearby dis- 


tricts appear to be wary of possible civil 
rights actions, however, and are pur- 
chasing expensive insurance. 


Everett Nicholas, attorney for School 


Dlst. 21, which includes Wheeling, Buf- 
falo Grove and portions of Arlington 
Heights and Prospect Heights, said yes- 
terday he recommended the School 
Board not buy the insurance because he 
docs not believe it Is necessary. 


"To date, I know of no judgment in 


Illinois where money damages have been 
awarded in a civil rights case Involving a 
school board," Nicholas said. "It seems 
foolish to protect against an unknown 
risk," ho added. "One reason the pre- 
miums are so high is because insurance 
companies don't know how to predict the 
risk and to protect themselves, they esti- 
mate premiums on the long sldo." 


DIST. 21 Business Mgr. Jim Gochis, 


said he knows of three or four companies 
that offer civil rights Insurance. Pre- 
miums, he said, average about $4-5,000 
for a three-year period. 


Like the Dist. 21 School Board, the 


boards in Arlington Heights, Dist. 25 and 
Dist. 15 in Palatine and Rolling Meadows 
have also elected not to insure them- 


selves with an outside agency. If any ac- 
tions are brought agninst these boards, 
the cost of defending them will be paid 
by local taxpayers through the school 
budget. 


The school boards in Prospect Heights 


Dist. 23, Elk Grove Twp. Dist. 59, Mount 
Prospect Dist. 57 and River Trails Dlst. 
26 have the civil rights insurance. 


Commenting on the reason the Dlst. 26 


School Board recently opted to buy the 
insurance. Jean Melster, district treas- 
urer, said, "I think it's been the tenden- 
cy." She added that she had heard sev- 
eral civil rights suits have been brought 


against school boards in other parts of 
the country. 


Nicholas said the risk of possible civil 


rights suits against elementary districts 
is much less than it is in high school 
districts. Most high school districts, in- 
cluding local Dst. 214, protect them- 
selves with civil rights Insurance. 


THE KINDS of situations that might 


result in a civil rights action against a 
school board Nicholas said, include 
teacher dismissals on the baste of race 
or religion or where an Instructor has 
been fired for exercising one of his con- 
stitutional rights such as freedom of 


speech. 


A civil rights suit might also be 


brought against a school board, Nicholas 
pointed out by a student claiming he was 
improperly expelled for exercising a civil 
right. 


"Given the conditions in Dist. 21 right 


now, we don't feel that there is any great 
risk of civil rights actions against the 
board," Nicholas said. "Of course," he 
added, "conitions very well could change 
and if they do, we will reconsider our 
recommendation not to purchase civil 
rights insurance in view of the circum- 
stances." 


Parks ready completion of bond sale

Wheeling park officials are ready to 


sell $100,000 In bonds, completing the 
$700,000 bond Issue authorized by park 
district residents in last December's ref- 
erendum. 


The park district has been able to sell 


only $600,000 in bonds up to now because 
the assessed valuation of property within 
the district was not high enough to cov- 
er the entire bond issue. 


By state law, a park district can issue 


bonds only for an amount equal to 2% 


per cent of the assessed valuation of all 
property in the district. 


Cook County assessed valuation fig- 


ures, released last week, revealed that 
the assessed valuation of park district 
land has increased sufficiently In the 
past year to cover the remaining $100,000 
bond sale. The 1972 figure, at $98 million, 
is up $29 million over the previous as- 
sessment. 


ROGER BJORVIK, park district attor- 


ney, said since the park district was or- 
ganized in 1963, the assessed valuation 


has increased about $5% to $6 million 
each year. This year's increase hi as- 
sessed valuation then, equals the growth 
over the past six years. 


"This is really a blessing to the dis- 


trict," Bjorvik said of the Jump in value 
of park land. "It will give us a chance to 
do a little planning and better our finan- 
cial situation." 


Bjorvik was authorized by the park 


board at a meeting last Thursday night 
to begin negotiating for the sale of the

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Commerce commission may tveigh 7% plea 
C&NW fare hike decision this week? 


The Chicago and North Western Ry.'s 


seven-month wait for Its latest commuter 
fare Increase could end this week. 


The Illinois Commerce Commission Is 


meeting In Springfield and may consider 
the C&NW's 7 per cent rate hike request 
submitted last November. Delay In ap- 
proving the Increase, which would be the 
railway's sixth in the last seven years, is 
costing money for the C&NW according 
to a spokesman. 


"Each month we lose an additional 


$13.1,000," the spokesman sold yesterday. 
Granting the latest fare hike as soon as 
possible, perhaps by Juno 1, will forestall 


another fare hike further down the line, 
the C&NW contends. 


But, the spokesman said, "we will ask 


for fare increases as frequently as we 
need it." 


THE RAILWAY lost $737,000 on Its 


commuter service last year, he said. Re- 
turn on the company's investment has 
dropped from 4.39 per cent in 1968 to 2.73 
per cent in 1972, and continues to decline, 
the spokesman said. 


Objection to the fare increase bid has 


been raised by an Arlington Heights 
commuter, Robert Doyle. The C&NW ri- 
der who appeared at ICC hearings, wants 


to know why the railway cannot' apply 
the profits from its freight operations to 
support its commuter services.

last Aug. 1, a comedown from the 7 per 


cent increase the railway had requested 
effective April 1,1972. 


The railway projects Its Income needs 


based on present cost increases, the 
spokesman said. If a fare increase is de- 
layed, the projections are wrong and 
greater losses are incurred. This could 
mean further consideration of fare in- 
crease bids or cutbacks in service, he 
added. 


In 1972, negotiated wage increases

BJorvik said ho will contact the Wheel- 


ing Trust and Savings Bank first. The 
bank and Ita co-bidder, the Northern 
Trust Co. of Chicago purchased the first 
$600,000 in bonds early last February. 
The bonds were sold at a S.I per cent 
Interest rate over the 20-ycar-bond peri- 
od. 


If the Interest rate offered by the 


Wheeling bank on tho remaining bonds is 
competitive with the rate that could be 
obtained from the larger Chicago banks, 
BJorvik will recommend that the park 
board sell the bonds locally.

Wheeling has 
most housing 
under ivay 


Wheeling is heading the list of commu- 


nities in the Chicago metropolitan area 
with the most new housing under con- 
struction during the first four months of 
1973. 


According to figures released by the 


Bell Federal Savings Survey, Wheeling 
has issued 728 building permits for hous- 
ing since January. Only 48 of those per- 
mits are for homes, while 680 permits 
are for apartments. 


Following Wheeling in the survey are 


Westmont with 688 permits and Schaum- 
burg with 582 permits. Northbrook was 
eighth on the list of leaders in housing, 
with 343 permits. 


During 1972, Wheeling ranked third on 


the Bell survey of leaders in housing. 
Last year Wheeling issued 1,200 building 
permits for housing, including 182 for 
houses and 1,018 for apartments. 


THE WHEELING statistics agree with 


Bell's over-all housing report that home 
building is declining while apartment 
building permits are increasing. 


According to the survey, Wheeling also 


led other communities in the number of 
building permits for apartments issued 
during the month of April. The village 
issued permits for 310 apartment units 
last month. Tinley Park followed Wheel- 
ing with permits for 214 apartment units. 


While Wheeling led in the number of 


units issued permits, it was substantially 
behind other communities in the building 
permit values for these units. 


The permit values for the 310 apart- 


ment units in Wheeling was $2,975,660 
compared to Tinley Park's $4,015,600 for 
214 units. Wheeling was also outdistanced 
in the permit values by Crystal Lake 
with $3,714,400 for 164 units. 


During 1972, Wheeling issued 1,018 per- 


mits for apartment units with a total per- 
mit value of $9,720,320.

"Low wages and job insecurity plague

Local school districts will be asked to 


come up with $12,834 to finish paying off 
the Kirk Center for the Mentally Re- 
tarded in Palatine. 


The governing board of the Northwest 


Educational Cooperative, the agency that 
oversees Kirk Center, agreed Saturday 
to ask of member school districts how 
they would like to divide the money. 


NEC members are the elementary and 


high school districts in Palatine, Wheel- 
ing, Schaumburg and Elk Grove town- 
ships. The 10 member school districts fi- 
nanced the $2,040,000 Kirk Center, which 
provides education for trainable mentally 
handicapped children through a special 
tax rate of 2 cents per $100 of assessed 
valuation. 


Jeff Inkley, business manager for 


NEC, said the actual cost of the building 
is $12,834 more than the amount that has 
been received in the tax levy. Of that 
amount, 'he said, $4,800 represents money 
that has not been collected by the Cook 
County Assessor's office and the rest rep- 
resents changes that were made in the 
building during construction. 


THE 10 SCHOOL districts will be asked 


this month by their representatives to 
NEC whether they want the extra money 
divided evenly or assessed on the basis 
of each school district's wealth. 


In other action the NEC board ap- 


proved a staffing plan for Kirk Center 
and for other programs run by the coop- 
erative. Under the plan, Kirk will have 
three new teachers and three new teach- 
er aides next year to accommodate in- 
creased enrollment. 


Other staff increases were approved 


for Dwyer School, a school for the 
e m o t i o n a l l y disturbed in Arlington 
Heights, and for the data processing co- 
operative, which provides computer ser- 
vice for eight area school districts. 


The governing board also elected Le- 


land "Bud" Gibbs, the representative of 
Palatine Twp. Dist. 15 as president for 
the coming year. Michael Sheyker of 
River Trails Dist. 26 was elected vice 
president.

No need for alarm if 2-yr.-old doesn't try to speak 


Dear Dr. Lamb — We have a small 


child, almost two years old, in place- 
ment, who appears to be in good physical 
health and mentally alert but has made 
no attempt In speaking. Do you have any 
suggestions on how to handle the situ- 
ation? 


Dear Reader — Children often do not 


speak by the age of 2, in fact, in con- 
tacting some of my neurology colleagues, 
I am told that one should not become 
unduly concerned if a child doesn't talk 
until he reaches the age of 4 years. I am 
told pediatric neurologists see many chil- 
dren who are three years of age and 


haven't started talking yet. 


At the early age of 2 and 3, the Impor- 


tant point Is to be certain that the child 
does receive language properly, techni- 
cally called receptive language ability. 
This means that you can tell that the 
child understands what is said. If the 
child is told to "wash your hands" there 
would be some response, or if he is told 
"don't do that" there would be a proper 
response. There should be definite evi- 
dence that vocal commands are heard 
and understood. 


If this is true, the important approach 


is to relax and not bug the child. Just 


leave the child alone and let him or her 
play with other children of the same age 
and don't push him. In time the child will 
start speaking normally. 


The one common problem that is Im- 


portant to rule out is deafness. If the 
child shows receptivity of language and 
follows commands, then the child is not 
deaf. If there is no response to verbal 


• commands then the possibility remains 
that the problem is really deafness. It is 
sometimes difficult to diagnose deafness 
in a young child. One measure is to take 
an EEG (electroencephologram or brain 
wave) and then observe any changes

There are other sophis- 
ticated tests that neurologists use to find 
out if a child is deaf. 


RARELY THERE are other problems 


within the brain in receiving language 
and one must be certain that the child 
understands language as opposed to just 
hearing noise. But if there is no evidence 
of deafness, and particularly if receptive 
language Is present, you don't have 
much to worry about. 


In extremely rare instances, a child 


may be born with some defect of the vo- 
cal cords and has a mechanical problem 
in speaking. 


After age 4 or certainly by age 5, It the 


child does not start speaking a very ex- 
tensive neurological examination needs 
to be carried out. But let me repeat 
again that for children below 4 years of 
age who have not started speaking but 
are bright and normal in other respects 
and demonstrate language receptivity, 
the best thing is to stop worrying about it 
and let the child develop normally.

We've found that It flatten people in 


foreign cluntrles when you attempt even 
just a few words In their language. 


And they don't mind a bit If you ask 


them to speak a little slower when you're 
trying to pick up on their replies. 


If you are planning a trip abroad 


sometime soon — and are not able to 
speak the languages of the countries 
you'll be visiting, pick up the foreip 
phrase books as soon as you can and 
study them carefully. 


Better still — get some foreign lan- 


guage records. They're available at most 
public libraries. By listening to these you 
can catch the pronunciation and become 
more familiar with what you'll be hear- 
ing. If you've had some language courses 
in school but have become stagnant, a 
record is a good way to brush up a little. 


IT IS POSSIBLE to get by In most of 


the world without being a language ex- 
pert. In fact, I have a travel writer 
friend who has been traveling for years 
and doesn't speak more than a few 
words of anything beyond English. 


But I still say It can be a lot more fun

Riding the Welshpool and Llanfair Light Railway 
Wales: railway 'museum' that works

The world's biggest supply of odd and 


tiny railroad trains Is, at this moment, 
winding and screeching about the moun- 
tains of Wales. 


They once pulled loads of copper ore, 


lead, slate and timber through the mag- 
nificent mountain scenery. 


Today they carry tourists. There Is no 


feeling quite so adventurous as winding 
through the heart of the craggy and gor- 
geous Welsh mountains, hanging from a 
train out of a 19th century movie. 


Nine miles beyond the "gateway to 


Wales" at Welshpool, is Llanfair Caerel- 
nlon, and the Welshpool and Llanfair 
Light Railway. For 53 years, until 1956, it 
carried coal, building materials, cattle 
food, flour, sheep and timber from Llan- 
fair to Welshpool and back. 


A GROUP of enthusiasts took It over In 


1959, and a regular passenger service 
now operates busily along 5M> of the 9 
miles. Dally services operate from July 
to early September with weekend and 
bank holiday services during the spring 
and autumn. 


Aberystwyth is terminus of the Vale of 


Rheldol Railway. 
This line 
climbs 


through superb woodland scenery to De- 
vil's Bridge and its renowned waterfalls. 
Completed In 1902, it is the only steam 
railway still owned and operated by Brit- 
ish Rail. In earlier days, it hauled copper 
ore, lead and timber. The scenery is a 
little dizzying. One railway official with a 
wooden leg, after his first trip up, is said 
to have sworn he would walk back the 12 
miles to Aberystwyth before returning by 
train. 


The road now carries about 50,000 pas- 


sengers every year, with daily services 
from mid-June to mid-September and 


special trains at Easter and Whitsun. 


Near the quaint sailing resort of 


Aberdovey Is Towyn, and the Talyllyn 
Railway, which celebrated its centenary 
in 1965 — more than a century of unbro- 
ken passenger service. At one town along 
the way supplies were delivered by rope 
drop into the back yards! 


Built to serve the nearby slate-quarry- 


ing Industry, since 1951 it has been main- 
tained by enthusiasts who have formed a 
preservation society. The tall hedges of 
bygone days planted to keep sheep off 
the track have been trimmed: passen- 
gers from Towyn on the Coast to the 
foothills of Cader Idris have a panoramic 
view of sea and mountain, river and 
woodland. There are daily services from 
mid-April to October. 


The fourth Welsh narrow-gauge rail- 


way — the Ffestlnlog — Is at Portmadoc, 
48 miles north. 


THE FFESTINIOG is the "daddy of 


them all" — the world's oldest steam- 
h a u l e d , passenger-carrying narrow- 
gauge railway. It opened in 1836 under 
animal power: horses pulled the coaches 
up the steep slopes and then coasted 
back on one of the cars. It carried slate 
from the quarries at Blaenau Ffestinlog 
to Portmadoc harbor. 


Steam engines were introduced in 1(163. 


Two years later, passenger services 
started and the line carried as many as 
150,000 passengers a year. 


The slate line closed in 1946. Rails rus- 


ted and buckled, carriages and truck? 
rotted, and the track turned to weeds. 
From 
1954,. the Ffestiniog Railway 


Society reopened the line, section by sec- 
tion. The original rolling stock was 
painstakingly overhauled and restored, 
and by 1958 trains were running as far as 


Tan-y-bwlch, seven miles inland. Now 
there are 10 miles of track, past Dduallt. 
Eventually the road will again run to 
Blaenau Ffestiniog. Some curves are so 
sharp the engineer can wave to his pas- 
sengers going in the other direction. 


COST OF a return ticket for the 20- 


mile round trip is $1.70. Fares on the oth- 
er narrow-guage railways are also In- 
expensive. $.96 round trip on the Talyllyn 
(children half price); $1.08 round trip on 
the Welshpool and Llanfair; and $1.20 
(mornings) and $1.44 (afternoons) on the 
Vale of Rheldol Railway. 


But there are a number of other toy 


puffers. A 15-inch miniature gauge rail- 
way runs by the sea for two miles near 
Barmouth. The Llanberls Lake Railway 
is at Llyn Padarn, a 1903 cable-hauled 
railway runs between Llandudno and its 
mountain, the Great Orme. There's a 
five-mile line to the summit of Mount 
Snowdon — Britain's only mountain rack 
railway, In operation since 1896.

than a regional manufacturer. A national

Tired old family room 
turns into a showplace 


Do you have a family room that you're 


ashamed of? Re-doing it can be easier 
than you think. 


All it takes is some imagination, a 


modest amount of handyman skills and 
toots, and some lively new furnishings. 


One young couple, working with interi- 


or designer Terry Rcgnlcr, NSID, was 
able to transform a tired old family 
room Into an attractive and functional 
show-place that really comes alive. 


Key Ingredients in the transformation 


were an elegant wall paneling, a built-in 
shelf arrangement, a free-standing gas 
fireplace, some bright new furnishings, 
and colorful wall-to-wall carpeting. 


To contrast with the thick orange fleck 


shag rug that is alive with color, the 
couple used a dark oak grained hard- 
board paneling. The Masonite brand 
Matador paneling covers three walls of 
the new room. 


The window wall was covered with 


bright decorative drapes that pick up 
some of tho oranges and browns from 
the carpeting and the rich paneling. 


Along one wall, where there had been 


some "catch-as-catch-can" book shelves, 


a shelf arrangmcnt now stores a portable 
TV set, stereo components, books and 
knick-knacks. 


A bright orange gas fireplace with logs 


that glow is set on a raised platform. 
White shale stones line the platform, giv- 
ing additional accent to the orange and 
dork brown colors. 


In the center of the room Is a bold 


hexagon-shaped oakwood coffee table. 
Four comfortable orange fleck chairs 
surround the conversation table. 


Pulling all tho oranges, browns, white 


and yellows together is a large abstract 
picture on the paneled wall. 


You're redecorating the house. You 


want the results to be beautiful. 


Anyone who has ever done Interior re- 


modeling knows that neglecting one de- 
sign element can ruin the whole effect. 
Yet these same people — when remodel- 
ing the outside of a house — often do 
only half the job. They'll re-side exterior 
walls, paint the trim — and overlook the 
advisability of reroofing. 


When roofs are overlooked in this fash- 


ion, it's generally because: 


They're regarded solely as protective 


rather than decorative house features. 


Reroofing is thought to cost more than 


it actually does. 


Good exterior decorating starts with 


the roof. The decorative potential has 
been greatly increased with the in- 
troduction of modern roofing materials. 
The new breed of premium asphalt 
shingles, for example, makes reroofing 
an opportunity to update and beautify the 
entire house exterior. 


These shingles offer the basic elements 


of good design: texture and color. They 
also emphasize the "natural look," one 
of the strongest trends in modern archi- 
tectural styling. 


The shingles come in new rustic colors 
called "earth-tones" — deep browns, 
muted green and slate grays that reflect 
a home's natural environment and seem 
to tie together house and homesite. The 
bold new "textured look" is achieved 
with various rugged designs: double or 
triple laminating, staggered buttlines 
and random embossing. 


The new shingles maintain all the pro- 


tective elements that have made heavy- 
weight asphalt shingles popular for new 
homes and remodeling. They are de- 
signed to last up to 25 years, and carry 
an Underwriters' Laboratories label for 
fire-resistance. The self-sealing variety 
also bear a UL wind-resistance label. 


In most instances, asphalt shingles can 


be installed right over the old roof. This 
saves the time and cost of removing old 
materials. 


Labor installation costs are generally 


the same for standard and premium 
grades; and the higher materials cost of 
the top-grade shingles can usually be 
amorltzed over their longer design life. 


Such an investment can pay off in up- 


graded home appearance — and higher 
resale value. That's the most successful 
remodeling result possible. 


Functional kitchen planning 
essential for homemakers

Good planning is the key to an ef- 


ficient, successful kitchen. 


"Unfortunately, too many tract homes 


In the past have exhibited an unfortunate 
lack of it," says William Kctcham, who 
has designed more than 8,000 kitchens 
over the past 15 years with a large Louis- 
ville appliance manufacturer. 


"But one thing we can be sure of in the 


seventies — kitchens will be better 
planned because today's homebuyer is 
Insisting on it," says Ketcham, who rep- 
resents Hotpoint. 


Tremendous strides have been made in 


recent years In improving kitchen light- 
ing, he points out, and more functional 
counter-tops arc one of the next areas for 
upgrading. 


"For example," Ketcham says, "next 


to the range, where you need landing and 
work areas, I see the use of a heat-resis- 
tant tile or stainless steel counter on one 
side, and a wood cutting board counter 


on the other, with the old reliable plastic 
laminate for the rest of the countcrtop 
areas. 


"The use of the appropriate countertop 


material in the appropriate place is a 
development that has been a long time 
coming." 


Complete kitchen design includes pro- 


vision for adequate, storage space for 
foodstuffs as well as for the typical 
homemaker's collection of utensils, dish- 
es, housewares and pots and pans. Ket- 
cham point out. 


"Addition of new, helpful major appli- 


ances — such as the trash compactor — 
makes storage planning even more im- 
portant today so that the storage space 


taken up by new appliances is not lost to 
the homemaker." 


The ecologically correct kitchen of the 


'70s also will have a "sanitation center," 
Kctcham believes. This will be a group- 
ing of the sink, a waste disposer, a dish- 
washer and a trash compactor. 


Kctcham also foresees greater use of 


kitchen carpeting. 


"Good quality kitchen carpeting today 


is in a price range similar to that of 
flooring materials, and with about the 
same useful life expectancy," he says. 
"It is both low maintenance and an ex- 
cellent soundproofing device, and making 
the kitchen quieter is a major goal these 
days. 
, 


TRAPDOOR IN DECK keeps garden 
hose hidden, neatly tucked out of 
sight after use.

A perennial problem In the yard Is 


keeping garden hoses out of the lawn- 
mower's way and preferably out of sight. 
A trapdoor in on existing or new western 
wood deck Is the answer. 


The hinged lid Is built to rest on the 


lips of two stringers. A 'Z' brace adds 
strength and a finger hole Is drilled in 
the end two-by-four for lifting. 


Extending the water line and placing 


the trapdoor near the edge of the deck 
avoids dragging the hose across the 
deck, but makes It handy for washing off 
dirt and leaves.

Most water conditioners come in two 


styles — a cabinet model and a two-tank 
model. Cabinet models are especially at- 
tractive and are space savers. Salt stor- 
age is included within the cabinet. 


If you are not concerned about space, 


and the installation is to be made in the 
utility area, you are better off with a 
two-tank model. It costs less. It's much 
easier to service. It holds more salt. 


Determine what your softener will do. 


One new variety called 'Filtr-Soft" not 
only softens the water but makes it out- 


standingly good for drinking. 


When you buy, have the salesman go 


through a softwater demonstration so 
you'll be sure to know all the benefits. 
How much soap to use is especially im- 
portant, advises the Culligan Water In- 
stitute. 


It will be only a fraction of what you 


use with hard water. In the case of 
shampoo, you may use only l/10th the 
amount. With soft water, you can use 
natural soap, which is rapidly biodegra- 
dable. You don't need to use phosphates. 


Finally, in buying a water conditioner, 


plan for family growth and extra vis- 
itors. It is better to have equipment that 
is over-sized rather than undersized.

Girts state meet a good start 


IT HAD TO happen. It was only a mat- 


ter of time until girls started holding 
their own state meets in Illinois, just like 
the boys have for all these years. 


And if the first girls state track and 


field meet Saturday at Eastern Illinois 
University in Charleston Is any In- 
dication, this could be the start of some- 
thing big. 


It's about time, girls and their coaches 


are saying, and they'rt right. Boys have 
been holding statewide competition In a 
number of sports for most of this centu- 
ry, yet not until this year have the girls 
been able to determine any official state 
champions. Saturday's track finals were 
one of three sports in which they're 
doing so. (Bowling and tennis are the 
others). 


The Herald area mnde a good, account 


of Hsclf. better than the boys from thlx 
urea do In many cases. (The guys failed 
to score one point la last year's state 
finals). 


Forest View's gols finished fourth, 


Maine East and Prospect tied for fifth, 
and Horsey was right behind as season- 
long workouts paid off. Individual double 
winners from this area were Melody 
Miller of Maine East and Trudi Rebsa- 
mcn of Prospect, and other event win- 
ners Included Kothy Laporte of Hcrscy 
and Vanessa 
Calabrcsc of Forest 


Vlcw.fComplete results were In yester- 
day's Herald). 


About 400 girls competed In finals after 


232 schools originally entered district 
meets. 


Coaches who were present from this 


area (Mount Prospect), Barb Little and 
Jean Walker, agreed that the meet was 
very well-organized, especially consid- 
ering It was the first ever. Meet man- 
ager was Helen RHey of Eastern Illinois' 
department of physical education for 
women. 


"Everything started right on time," 


sold Ms. Little, "and the coaches were 
Impressed with all the records that were 
broken." (Some had bocn kept even 
though there had not previously been a 
state meet). 


About (he expansion of girls sports — 


so slow far no long, but so rapid recently 
— Ms. Little said, "Track Is one of the 
most exciting uports In the girls field. We 
had Sports Days before, but that was 
juil one meet so It was much harder to 
keep (he girls Interested. They would 
work for weeks just for one day. 
Now 


there are several meets leading up to the 
state, and the girls ore more motivated." 


Ms. Rllcy, while quite happy with the 


way things went Saturday (the crowd 
was enthusiastic and performances were 
probably better than expected), said, "I 
would like to have seen It sooner. Wo 
weren't ready (for state meets) In this 
state until now, and we're starting with 
just three, but others will definitely fol- 
low. There will be swimming finals soon 
and maybe volleyball. 


"The fact that times were so good Sa- 


turday and so many records were broken 
tells mo that the girls have been held 
bock for too long." sold Ms. Walker. 
They could have been doing that well or 
better for some time. We've waited so 
long and have been behind for years, but 
at the present we're moving along." 


Why has It taken this long? "Partly, 


it's facilities and personnel," said Helen. 
"We have to share with the fellows the 
same gym sometimes, and the girls have 
been slighted. Boys always seem to get 
top priority. 


"Then too, there haven't been enough 


women fully trained to be girls' coaches. 
But this Is Improving fast because many 
more of them are coming out of colleges 
now." 


Girls sports collectively are not by any 


means trying to moke themselves into 
carbon copies of boys' programs. 


"We want to avoid certain pltflls that 


we think boys sports have," soys Ms. Rl- 
Icy. 'we hove not tried to publicize our 
sports too much. Wo have to this point 
been satisfied with just working with 
participants. 


"But the day is coming when we'll 


start having gate receipts like- boys. 
We're not that concerned 
with big 


crowds or making money — we just want 
to show what girls are capable of." 


Ms. Walker stated the views of many 


when she said, "Spectators arc not so 
much what we're looking for right now. 
We just want to give girls the chance to 
participate. We'd like to expand our sea- 
sons a little, but we don't want them as 
long as boys' (winter sports, which 
stretch from November to March). We 
had a pretty good crowd 
Saturday, 


though, and there was a lot of en- 
thusiasm." 


Comparing Illinois' girls athletics to 


those of other states Is difficult because 
competition and records have not been 
kept nearly as regularly as In boys 
•ports. Ms. Rlley says, "It varies, but 
the East In general and California hare 


been well ahead of the Midwest. I would 
say about half of all states now have ex- 
tensive girls competition." 


But, of course, it's growing all the 


time. 


How about the situation In colleges? 


It's much better, says Helen. "Com- 
petition Is very keen there now. They 
hold national championships in several 
sports and it's highly competitive." 


The prep scene for girls is headed the 


same way, in this state and elsewhere. 
In some cases, It's not a "will be" story, 
but "Is and has been." For instance, 
many ore aware that girls basketball 
and the state tournament in Iowa is ev- 
ery bit as big In crowds and publicity as 
the boys. It's been that way for years. 


Girls have the same need to compete 


and learn from athletics as boys have. 
There is absolutely no reason why their 
role should be confined to leading cheers 
and waving pom-pons. 


It's not that way any more, and the 


trend Is only beginning. When the so- 
called "weaker sex" starts demanding 
equal time in sports participation, what 
else con chauvinist pigs do but obey? 
And why not?

Bill Kozel provided the blanket as Wheel- 
Ing advanced to the finals of the North 
Chicago Regional Baseball Tournament 
by ousting Mundelein 5-4 yesterday. 


Coach Ron Deficit's charges built up a 


couple of three-run bulges during the 
rain-swept affair, but couldn't maintain 
them. It was Kozel's relief stint, coupled 
with a fine defensive maneuver by 
George Kaage, that finally throttled the 
Mustangs and their fine pitcher Tom 
Kinkelaar.

Gasoline gap: 
who's to blame? 


Now we even have Johnny Cash 


telling us to go 50 miles an hour 
instead of GO. 


Country singer Casli doubles as 


the man who spreads the word for 
Standard Oil on national television, 
and when he says. "Go slow," 
that's a big storm signal in what's 
become known as the national fuel 
crisis. 


It's one of a scries of messages 


the big oil companies — in remark- 
able unison — have been spreading 
nationally through TV, magazine 
and newspaper advertisements and 
flyers to customers. 


Drive slower, keep your car 


tuned, don't use your auto air con- 
ditioner, cut down on trips. Or else 
face the prospect of being out of 
das. 


• There's no question but that the 
crunch is on. Thousands of inde- 
pendent gas stations — more than 
300 in the Chicago area alone — 
Have 
closed 
in the past two 


months. Modified rationing has be- 
gun in several areas, including a 
10-gallon per car limit at the 
gas 
stations 
on 
the 
tollwnys 


around Chicago. Prices are creep- 
ing to the 50 cent a gallon level, 
and one California oil executive 
warned it could be to an incredible 
$1.50 a gallon within a year. 


In all this, we — the gas-buyers 


of America — are pretty much the 
victim. And we pretty much have 
to take the word of the oil com- 
panies that the crisis is real, and if 


we don't do our little part — and if 
the government doesn't do its big 
part — our cars will sit idle. 


We would like, at this point, to 


have a little healthy skepticism en- 
ter the debate. 


It is possible — just for the sake 


of argument — that the "crisis" 
could have been manufactured 
by the oil companies? 


We don't say that is so, but con- 


sider the possible gains. 


On the short run, there's the 


prospect of ending gas wars, rock- 
eting prices upward and squelching 
the independents. 


But much more important than 


that, there's the question of future 
supply and the profound obstacle 
raised in recent years by environ- 
mental considerations. 


The oil companies want the 


Alaska pipeline, the right to tap oil 
shale in the Western states, a 
boost in offshore drilling, among 
other concessions. 


How do they get that when it's 


Increasingly unpopular to wreak 
havoc with nature? Condition a 
public —and governmental — atti- 
tude that these things are nice in 
their place, but shouldn't our basic 
needs come first? 


What better way to drive that 


home than to warn a guy he might 
have to have ration stamps, or run 
out of gas on a weekend run to Wis- 
consin? 


They're just questions now, but 


increasingly they should be asked. 


Notifying the public 


The Illinois House of Representa- 


tives is currently considering legis- 
lation which would further ensure 
preservation of the people's right 
to know the people's business. 


House Bill 1313 reaffirms the 


right — and need — of taxpayers to 
be given adequate public notice of 
any pending governmental action 
directly affecting them. 


The bill asserts that ncwly-grant- 


tcd powers to "home rule" govern- 
mental units do not authorize them 
to circumvent provisions of Illinois 
law which now require publication 
of legal notices of certain govern- 
mental information in newspapers 
of general circulation in the local 
communities involved. 


It would do nothing to change 


existing law. 


It would simply ensure that local 


governments continue to be re- 
quired to place such notices in le- 
gitimate publications 
where the 


people affected arc most likely to 
find and read them. 


These Include such things as lists 


of tax assessments on individual 
parcels of property; notices of bid 
Icttings; 
pending 
condemnation 


proceedings; and other mailers of 
great importance. 


.Of course, newspapers can and 


db publish in their news columns 
Information on many of these pro- 
ceedings. But the requirement of 
formal notice is a guarantee that 
action may not be taken without 
first directly informing the public. 


Such a requirement helps pre- 


vent coverups and Injustices, dis- 
courages fraud and, most Impor- 
tant, keeps citizens fully Informed. 
Without it, government officials 
could conceal pending actions from 
both the press and the public. 


Such was the case before this 


law was enacted in the mid-1930s, 
replacing such former practices as 
posting notices on the courthouse 
door or on remote rural telephone 
poles as well as publishing them 
only 
In out-of-town newspapers 


with minimal or no local circula- 
tion. 


Of course, it is true that such "le- 


gal ads" arc a source of revenue to 
newspapers 
throughout 
Illinois. 


The impact of such income varies 
greatly, however. For a weekly 
newspaper located in a rural county 
scat, it can be of major signifi- 
cance. For suburban newspapers 
such as the Herald as well as larg- 
er dailies, the percentage of reve- 
nue gained from such advertising 
is of diminishing importance. 


The thrust of this bill Is not 


to affirm the newspaper's Interest, 
however. It is to serve the public's 
interest by guaranteeing 
their 


right to know. 


House Bill 1313 would assure that 


local governments could not abuse 
the "home rule" powers given 
them under the 1970 Constitution, 
by avoiding their obligation to the 
public in adhering to the Illinois 
publication requirement. This bill 
deserves swift approval by the 
House.

I've just discovered a way to cut down 


on my food budget and I'd like to pass it 
along to others because I don't want to 
be sick all by myself. It's quite simple — 
just read the latest Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration report on the tolerable lev- 
els of insect parts, rodent pellets and hu- 
man hair In your various groceries. 


If you can eat after that, you're a glut- 


ton. 


You might as well combine the daily 


reading of the FDA report with saying 


grace because when you finish the report 


you'll be saying, "Oh, God," anyway. 
And while you have His attention you 
can thank Him for your daily bread that 
can contain up to five rodent pellets per 
50 grams of flour before the FDA hits the 
reject button. 


If your breakfast toast happens to be 


raisin bread you'll be happy to know that 
up to 40 milligrams of grit per 100 
grams of raisins is tolerable provided 
you also don't mind a few drosophila 
eggs.

LONDON — The price of gold soared 


again yesterday, closing at a record high 
on the London bullion market. At the 
same time, the dollar skidded in Eu- 
ropean trading to some of its lowest lev- 
els, since the monetary crisis of last win- 
ter. 


Some bankers blamed the new crisis 


on rumors speculating that national se- 
curity adviser Henry Kissinger had re- 
signed and that President Nixon would 
quit over Watergate. 


With the dollar's decline hitting Ameri- 


cans abroad, London travel agencies said 
some American tourists have abandoned 
plans to travel to other European coun- 
tries and have returned home. 


THE DOW JONES Industrial averages 


in New York slipped In late afternoon 
trading to 882, off 13.17 from Friday's 
closing price. 


In the world's largest bullion market in 


London, the price of gold was pegged at 
$112 an ounce, $7.50 above Friday's clos- 
ing price. The figure was $1 more than 
the previous London peak set last 
Wednesday. 


The price of gold jumped to $114.30 an 


ounce on the Paris market from Friday's 
close of $108.03. It reached $128.80 last 
Tuesday. 


In Zurich, the metal was priced Mon- 


day between $112 and $114, a sharp in- 
crease from Friday's close of $104-106 
range. On the Frankfurt market It was 
$112.13, also a steep rise. 


A RISE IN the price of gold generally 


indicates some weakening in the dollar. 


"Money markets are beginning to gy- 


rate wildly," a Paris banker said. 
"There are unchecked rumors on the 
money markets that Kissinger has of- 
fered his resignation and speculation the 
president himself could ultimately quit 
hasn't helped the dollar." 


It was the first time a European bank- 


er had linked Kissinger with the flight 
from the dollar into gold. The stampede 
began last Monday when the metal's 
price passed $100 an ounce for the first 
time in history., 


"The market is very erratic with 


prices changing from call to call," a 
Frankfurt banker said. "Buyers don't 
trust the dollar with the Watergate affair 
in the headlines and speculation Nixon 
may bo forced to resign." 


THE GOLD RUSH sent the dollar dip- 


ping to $2.578 against the pound at one 
point In early trading In London. This 
was the dollar's lowest rate since the 
pound was "floated" free of Its fixed rate 
against U.S currency nearly a year ago. 


The dollar at one point dropped In 


Frankfurt to 2.7305 marks, the lowest 
since European forelp exchange mar- 
kets closed in the last international mon- 
etary crisis in March. The dollar later 
recovered slightly to 2.7405. 


On Paris' two-tier market the dollar 


dropped to Its lowest rate since the Feb. 
10 dollar devaluation. The commercial 
dollar ended trading at 4.396 francs as 
compared to the closing Friday of 4.448 
francs. The financial dollar was also 
down. It quoted at 4.1 francs as com- 
pared to the previous 4.435 francs.

Attorney general opposes chain referrals 
Scott asks law to halt 'pyramid' sales 


Illinois Atty. Gen. William J. Scott yes- 


terday called for passage of key con- 
sumer legislation to outlaw "pyramid" 
chain-referral soles schemes In Illinois. 


Pyramid sales require a buyer to re- 


cruit many other buyers in order to re- 
cover the original Investment. Ultimate- 
ly, as the scheme "pyramids," impos- 
sible numbers of recruits are needed to 
protect all investors. 


The bill recommended by Scott — HB 


1637 — is sponsored In the House by 
State Rep. Charles J. Fleck, Jr., 
R-Chlcago, and has cleared the House 
Judiciary (II) committee with a "do 
pass" vote (13 to 2 In favor of passage). 


In preparing tho legislation for this 


session of the Illinois General Assembly, 
Scott noted that pyramid sales have be- 
come an Increasing problem in Illinois, 
affecting thousands of potential investors 
throughout the state. Ho cited such 
names as "Koscot" (mink oil products) 
and Holiday Magic cosmetics as names 
that represent "lost Investments" by 
thousands of Illlnolsans before the attor- 
ney general's office could stem the sales 
schemes in the courts under existing law.

Judiciary committee it was noted, for ex- 
ample, that students have dropped out of 
college to seek "quick riches" of pyra- 
mid sales which did not materialize. 


In other documented cases, Illinolsans 


have quit lifetime careers for empty 
promises of great wealth via pyramid 
schemes. 


Referring to the pyramid technique, 


Scott said: "It Is a scheme In which dis- 
tributors make money not through direct 
sales of products to consumers, but rath- 
er by 'head-hunting' commissions 
through tho recruitment of more and 
more distributors. Mathematically, the 
number of distributors could grow into 
the millions without any sale of products 
to consumers." 


Under the legislation Scott has recom- 


mended, pyramid sales would become a 
Class 4 felony, which provides for Impris- 
onment from 1 to 3 years and/or a fine 
up to $10,000. 


THE BILL PLACES enforcement re- 


sponslblllty with the attorney general's 
office, and authorizes the attorney gener- 
al to request the assistance of state's at- 
torneys when needed. 


Another key provision of the bill allows 


any consumer or individual to initiate le- 
gal proceedings to recover an investment 
in pyramid sales and to resume partici- 
pation In such a scheme. 


In asking the legislature to outlaw 


pyramid sales, Scott said that under 
existing statutes, lengthy investigation 
and litigation is required to halt such 
practices and that time lag works to the 
advantage of recruiters. Outlawing the 
pyramid scheme would make criminal 
and civil enforcement immediate and 
thus instantly effective. 


In addition to the pyramid sales bill, 


Scott has prepared additional consumer 
protection legislation to create a "little 
F e d e r a l Trade Commission" which 
would expand the present Illinois Con- 
sumer Fraud Act, a bill to regulate the 
sale of franchises, a measure to deal 
with real estate frauds, legislation to 
tighten door-to-door sales protections and 
— to aid consumers who speak a foreign 
language — a bill which would require 
such contracts to be written In the for- 
eign language spoken at the time- of the 
sales agreement.

Selling milk at cut-rate prices would b» 


banned under a bill introduced recently 
by State Rep. Robert Craig, D-Indianola. 


He'd like to see an end to the use of 


milk and other dairy items as loss lead- 


' 
ers (selling these Items at a loss or small 
profit margin as a means of drawing in 
customers). Gas stations, discount stores 
and other retailers use this marketing 
tool to their advantage. 


Craig's bill won the support of the 


House Agriculture and Natural Re- 
sources committee last week. Retailers 
could not sell dairy products at less than 
the wholesale unit cost plus 10 per cent 
for the retailer's cost of doing business, 
under the proposal. 


Craig indicated his bill Is intended to 


eliminate the use of dairy products as 
loss leaders, which in effect eliminates 
competition and gives large dairy oper- 
ations an unfair market advantage. 


THE BILL is opposed by the Illinois 


Retail Merchants Association (IRMA). 
As explained by Hugh Muncy, associ- 
ation president, "Generally, we are op- 
posed to what is called a minimum 
markup law. We don't think It serves the 
customers well, and we do not favor pas- 
sage of this bill. 


"There are laws like this In other 


states. Once it starts, it might be applied 
to other items," Muncy said. 


He believes that customers favor the 


low prices on certain Items offered by a 
retailer. "And who knows .what a loss 
leader Is really? If you're dealing with a 
supplier and I'm dealing with the sup- 
plier, do we know that our prices are the 
same?" Price advantages should be 
passed along to the customer, Muncy 
said.

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Making money at home 


The switchboard that never shuts up 


by ELEANOR RIVES 


If your husband kids you about spend- 


ing too much tlmo on the telephone . .. 


Or complains about the telephone 


bill ... 


Or resents getting too-early or too-late 


calls ... 


Tell him about Mary Lu Andersen of 


DCS Plalnes. At one time, Mary Lu had 
30 individual wall phones In her home 
and answered all of them herself when- 
ever they rang, night or day. 


That was part of her 24-hour "Depend- 


able Telephone Answering Service," a 
business that eventually ballooned itself 
right out of her house into an office that 
now confines the lines of more than 150 
clients to two switchboards, with a third 
board ready to snap up new business at a 
moment's notice. 


MR. AND MRS. Ronald Andersen have 


lived in Dos Plalnes since 1961. They 
have three children: Robin, 12; Jeffrey, 
10; and Kristyn, 3. About 11 years ago, 
Mrs. Andersen worked for a small DCS 
Plaincs answering service. In 1064 she 
decided to start her own. 


In her home. With two toddlers under- 


foot. 


She solicited accounts by telephone — 


her very first account Is still with her — 
and contacted the phone company to ar- 
range for cables and lines. She started 
with one line. When she moved the busi- 
ness up town about three years ago, she 
had 120 lines. That's 120 clients. Since 
then she has added between 30 and 40 
more. 


Mary Lu was sole owner until 2tt 


years ago when she went into partner- 
ship with a five-year employe of hers, 
Mrs. Sylvia Thomas. At present, Mrs. 
Thomas works at the board full time; 
Mary Lu puts In anywhere from four to 
sixteen hours a week. They have seven 
employes. 


"I WOULD love to stay homo and run 


the business from there, but there Is a 
constant help problem," sold Mary Lu. 
"It takes a special kind of person to bo 
an answering service operator. Many 
can't toko the fast pace. Calls come In 
constantly. We look for employes who 
have a good voice and good handwriting, 
who are conscientious and fast, and who 
'project* well over the phone." 


Above the switchboards ere pigeon- 


holes, one for each client. When a coll 
.comes in, the client's name lights up on 
the board. The operator answers, writes 
out the message and slips it Into the cor- 
rect pigeonhole. She hangs a red tag on 
the client's name card to alert her to 
relay the message when the client calls 
in. No red tag means, at a quick glance, 
no messages. A file of relayed messages 
Is kept current for one month. 


"ALL THE GIRLS who work here talk 


to the same clients three to four times a 
day," explained Mrs. Andersen. "The 
clients never sec the girls and the girls 
never see the clients. But they sure de- 
velop mental pictures of each other. And 
95 per cent of the time, they're wrong!" 


If ever there were a business without a 


dull moment, the answering service is it. 
Calls come in constantly. The board is 
alive with buzzing and lights and re- 
quires constant attention. 


"It's like having a baby that never 


grows up," said Mary Lu. "You just go 
on baby-sitting forever." 


Dependable Answering Service has 


lived up to its name In emergency situ- 
ations too. Mary Lu recalls the time it 
directed the Des Plaincs fire department 
to deliver a baby at home. During that 
record-breaking snowstorm a few years 
back, the answering service was re- 
sponsible for notifying the Forest River 
Fire Department of the need for a heli- 
copter to pick up a woman in labor. 


THE COMPLAINT of an astonished 


homeowner upon finding a dead seal on 
his front lawn was quickly relayed by the 
service to a client, the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service. 


The service maintains a crisis number, 


too, to help avert such catastrophes as 
suicidal attempts. 


Business is humming in the rear office 


at 654 Graccland Avc. where Mary Lu 
rents space from her husband. Greatest 
volume of that business consists of com- 
mercial accounts, such as sales offices. 
Second in number are the various trades. 
The medical profession is third. 


"It has proved to be a lucrative busi- 


ness," said Mary Lu. "The initial cost 
was almost nil. My biggest Investment 
was my time. As you con see, I'm still 
babysitting a switchboard." 


BELLS ARE RINGING, and the dependable belies 
of the Dependable Answering Service, Des Plalnes, 
are right there to answer them 24 hours a day, 7 


days a week. Between calls, Mary Lu Andersen, 
standing, co-owner of the business, briefs them on 
a new account. Mrs. Andersen ran the business in 


her home for six years while it grew from one ac- 
count to 120, then moved into business space up 
town, where another 30-40 accounts were added.

I've never heard of salmonella in- 


fecting unbroken eggs. Let's call it high- 
ly unlikely. Cracked eggs are the ones 
susceptible to salmonella bacteria. Ill- 
ness can come when they are eaten raw 
or even partially cooked. However, when 
cracked eggs are thoroughly cooked, the 
bacteria Is destroyed. Eggs kept three 
weeks uncracked wouldn't spoil, but the 
contents might shrink a little. 


Dear Dorothy: Is there a product that 


can be used on the inside of windows to 
keep out or cut down the sun's rays? I 
have sheer draw draperies. I'm hoping 
there might be some spray or plastic 
product available. — Mrs. E. F. Le- 
witzke 


Not to our knowledge. You could hang 


draperies behind the sheer curtains 


which would be drawn up behind the cur- 
tains when the sun was shining. 


Good stores carry lining draperies that 


are treated to keep out the strong rays 
and inhibit stabling should moisture form 
in the windows. The reports say that 
they keep a home warmer in cold weath- 
er and cooler in summer. 


Dear Dorothy: This is a switch — I 


hope. It's a tip on how to keep brown 
sugar soft from a bride to all the long- 
time "bread-stuffers." All they have to 
do is put the sugar into a large, wide- 
mouthed jar and close the lid tightly. —

Thanks, Kris.-You know, I'm sure that 


the same thing works with granulated 
sugar, but for a reverse reason. While 
the brown sugar retains its molstness 
when kept this way, granulated keeps 
dry.

Sewerage plant 
to serve Lake 
County residents 


by JOE FRANZ 


A new sewerage treatment plant in 


unincorporated Vcrnon Township wilt 
soon serve Lake County Buffalo Grove 
residents. It should bo operational by 


Arlington Park 
depot may be 
ready Aug. 1 


The Chicago and North Western Ry. Is 


shooting for an Aug. 1 opening of the new 
passenger depot at Arlington Park Race 
Track, according to railroad officials. 


The new station is expected to serve 


commuters from Buffalo Grove, Arllng- 
'on Heights, Rolling Meadows, Sclmum- 
burg. Elk Grove Village, and Hoffman 
Etsatcs. 


Rollins Coaklcy, director of commuter 


services for the railroad, said yesterday 
parking areas and entrance and exit 
drives still have to bo worked out with 
race track officials. 


Exact fares from the new depot have 


not been announced but arc expected to 
be about half way between the Palatine 
and Arlington Heights rates. 


THE MONTHLY commuter fare from 


Arlington Heights to the downtown sta- 
tion Is $36.20; from Palatine, $39.00. 


"I think It will help us opening (the 


depot) after the end of the racing season. 
It'll allow us to get one full year's experi- 
ence 'without any conflict from race 
track traffic," Coaklcy said. 


Conk Icy said a fence separating com- 


muter parking from the rnce track park- 
Ing wilt be erected and that driveways 
wilt lead off of Wllke and Rohlwlng 
roads. He said he planned to meet with 
race track officials "very soon" to settle 
these details. 


Construction of the new station grew 


out of the 1069 annexation agreement be- 
tween the Village of Arlington Heights 
and Arlington Park. 


A THREE-WAY agreement between 


the village, the race track and the rail- 
road calls for the village to pay the cost 
of building the depot, the race track to 
provide parking and the railroad to pay 
for all track and platform work. 


"We've finished our part of the work 


and we're only waiting for the com- 
pletion of the building and to settle the 
parking questions," Coaklcy said. 


The agreement specified parking for at 


least 300 cars at a rate not to exceed the 
current village price, which is now 50 
cents a day. 


Coaklcy said he was enthusiastic about 


the possibility of the Chicago Cougars 
hockey team playing In a new sports are- 
na across Northwest Highway from the 
race track. 


Owners of the Cougars are reportedly 


considering the Palatine site for a $20 
million new arena for the World Hockey 


(continued on page 3) 


July 1, according to Lake County Public 
Works Director Robert Decgan. 


The new facility, which is located near 


Milwaukee Avenue on Pekara Drive, will 
handle sewage now being treated at the 
village's Lake County treatment plant in 
back of Farrlngton Drive. Village Mgr. 
Daniel Larson said the village plant will 
be closed when the new facility is 
opened. 


The new treatment plant will shift re- 


sponsibility for treating sewage from the 
village to Lake County. This will create a 
similar situation to that of Cook County, 
where the Metropolitan Sanitary District 
treats village sewage. 


The new facility will initially be ca- 


pable of treating two million gallons of 
raw'sewage a day. This Is equivalent to 
sewage from 20,000 persons. In addition 
to serving Lake County Buffalo Grove 
residents, It will also serve residents 
from Long Grove, RIvonvoods and parts 
of Lincolnshire, Decgan said. 


THE PLANT IS the first of a multi- 


phase project that will be built over the 
next few years. Eventually, Lake County 
oxpr.cts to expand the capacity of the 
plant to handle up to 48 mljlion gallons of 
raw sewage a day. 


The near $3 million cost of the treat- 


ment plant will be financed with revenue 
bonds and funds from the Illinois Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency. 


Although the new treatment plant will 


bo more expensive, Larson said Lake 
County Buffalo Grove residents will not 
have to pay additional taxes. At present 
each homeowner in Lake County pays 
$4.15 each month for sewage being- 
treated In the village plant. The new 
treatment plant will cost about $4.25 per 
month, Larson said. The additional mon- 
ey will come out of the village fund, he 
added. 


As soon as the Lake County system is 


complete, all new residential customers 
will be charged a connection fee of $300. 
Commercial fees will be rated according 
to single-family residential waste equiva- 
lents. No connection charge will be made 
to the village for existing mains or for 
any future village mains which are con- 
nected to the system. 


NO CUSTOMER connected to the vll- 


lagc mains, as of the date Lake County 
begins to collect and treat sewage, will 
be charged a connection fee. 


With the new treatment plant, raw 


sewage will be purified and then dumped 
Into the DCS Plalncs River. Officials 
have said the new plant will have no 
odor, which is a common complaint 
about many other plants. 


Village officials have said the present 


facility is operating near capacity and 
probably would not be able to handle ad- 
ditional developments which arc planned 
for Lake County. The new plant will be 
able to handle the additional homes, par- 
ticularly north of III. Rte. 83, the officials 
said.

Schools veto civil rights insurance

School Dist. 21 officials arc not antici- 


pating any civil rights suits that could be 
filed against the school board by employ- 
es or residents of the district. 


School boards in several nearby dis- 


tricts appear to be wary of possible civil 
rights actions, however, and are pur- 
chasing expensive insurance. 


Everett Nicholas, attorney for School 


Dist. 21, which Includes Wheeling, Buf- 
falo Grove and portions of Arlington 
Heights and Prospect Heights, said yes- 
terday he recommended the School 
Board not buy the Insurance because he 
docs not believe it is necessary. 


"To date, I know of no Judgment in 


Illinois where money damages have been 
awarded in n civil rights case involving a 
school board," Nicholas said. "It seems 
foolish to protect against an unknown 
risk," he added. "One reason the pre- 
miums arc so high is because insurance 
companies don't know how to predict the 
risk and to protect themselves, they esti- 
mate premiums on the long side." 


DIST. 21 Business Mgr. Jim Gochis, 


said he knows of three or four companies 
that offer civil rights Insurance. Pre- 
miums, he said, average about $4-5,000 
for a three-year period. 


Like the Dist. 21 School Board, the 


boards in Arlington Heights, Dist. 25 and 
Dist. 15 In Palatine and Rolling Meadows 
have also elected not to insure them- 


selves with an outside agency. If any ac- 
tions arc brought against these boards, 
the cost of defending them will be paid 
by local taxpayers through the school 
budget. 


The school boards in Prospect Heights 


Dist. 23, Elk Grove Twp. Dist. 59, Mount 
Prospect Dist. 57 and River Trails Dist. 
26 have the civil rights insurance. 


Commenting on the reason the Dist. 26 


School Board recently opted to buy the 
insurance. Jean Meister, district treas- 
urer, said, "I think it's been the tenden- 
cy." She added that she had heard sev- 
eral civil rights suits have been brought 


against school boards in other parts of 
the country. 


Nicholas said the risk of possible civil 


rights suits against elementary districts 
is much less than it is in high school 
districts. Most high school districts, in- 
cluding local Dst. 214, protect them- 
selves with civil rights Insurance. 


THE KINDS of situations that might 


result in a civil rights action against a 
school board Nicholas said, include 
teacher dismissals on the basis of race 
or religion or where an instructor has 
been fired for exercising one of his con- 
stitutional rights such as freedom of 


speech. 


A civil rights suit might also be 


brought against a school board, Nicholas 
pointed out by a student claiming he was 
improperly expelled for exercising a civil 
right. 


"Given the conditions in Dist. 21 right 


now, we don't feel that there Is any great 
risk of civil rights actions against the 
board," Nicholas said. "Of course," he 
added, "conitions very well could change 
and if they do, we will reconsider our 
recommendation not to purchase civil 
rights insurance in view of the circum- 
stances."

• Individual adult, high school age stu- 


dent and older living hi Buffalo Grove, 
$15. 


• Individual child, age 3 through 


eighth grade student, $10. 
• AFTER JUNE l, full family passes 
will be $35 each, individual passes, $20 
and individual child passes $15. 


Daily admission for adults will be $2 


and $1 for children. 


All persons who live'outside the Buf- 


falo Grove Park District will be required 
to pay 1% times the listed rate for resi- 
dents on all pool fees.

Wheeling is heading the list of commu- 


nities in the Chicago metropolitan area 
with the most new housing under con- 
struction during the first four months of 
1973. 


According to figures released by the 


Bell Federal Savings Survey, Wheeling 
has issued 728 building permits for hous- 
ing since January. Only 48 of those per- 
mits are for homes, while 680 permits 
are for apartments. 


Following Wheeling in the survey are 


Westmont with 688 permits and Schaum- 
burg with 582 permits. Northbrook was 
eighth on the list of leaders in housing, 
with 343 permits. 


During 1972, Wheeling ranked third on 


the Bell survey of leaders in housing. 
Last year Wheeling Issued 1,200 building 
permits for housing, including 182 for 
houses and 1,018 for apartments. 


THE WHEELING statistics agree with 


Bell's over-all housing report that home 
building is declining while apartment 
building permits are increasing. 


According to the survey, Wheeling also

"Our goal is to raise wages of tem- 


porary laborers and assist them hi 
switching from temporary to permanent 
employment," Fritz said. 


Most companies pay a temporary em- 


ployment contractor a flat fee, and Fritz 
says Just Jobs takes out just enough 
money to cover overhead and workmen's 
compensation. The rest goes to the labor- 
ers. He said the average pay for most 
day laborers is $1.60 to $1.70 an hour, 


while Just Jobs workers get about <2.10 
an hour. 


FRITZ ADDED that many other tem- 


porary help firms also charge the work- 
ers for transportation to their jobs. 


"We've noticed since we've been In 


business that wages paid by agencies in 
our area have gone up," Fritz said. 
"We'd like to think it's because they (oth- 
er firms) have been forced to compete 
with us." 


"Because we pay higher wages, we 


also attract and keep better workers," he 
added. Fritz said many workers try the 
Just Jobs office first before going to oth- 
er firms for jobs. 


JUST-JOBS is sometimes used for 


tryouts for a permanent work force, 
Fritz said. "We encourage plants to hire 
away our workers for permanent posi- 
tions that open up." 


Fritz said he thinks Just Jobs has 


proven it has good work crews because 


persons who have shown they won't 
work, or who drink on the job are not 
sent out. "The person we're trying to 
serve is the day laborer. But in order to 
help the worker, you have to provide a 
good service to the businessman," he 
said. 


Most of the day laborers working for 


Just Jobs are in their 30s and about ev- 
ery ethnic background Is represented, 
Fritz said. He said Chicago is a "pott of 
entry" for many migrating families, and 
the first thing these people need Is jobs. 


Fritz said many of the laborers have 


either no work history in Chicago or poor 
history, and they can't find permanent 
employment. 


"Low wages and job insecurity plague 


the day laborer, but these people can't 
find anything else," Fritz said. "But If 
we can provide a good service to busi- 
ness, we can, hi turn, help the workers — 
and maybe find them permanent jobs."

Once the house Is raided, another firm 


takes over. Lcland Volgt of Lee's Con- 
struction Co. said it will probably take 
between two and three weeks to com- 
plete construction of the new story. He 
said his part of the job costs between 
$6,000 and $12,000 depending on how 
much finishing is requested. 


Volgt's first job is to fit the pre- 


fabricated walls and supports under the 
house. The walls are designed to the 
owner's specifications. 


"When I start there Is nothing down 


there but a crawl space," Voigt said. 
"When the house is raised, you just set 
these prefabricated walls in and let the 
house back down on the walls." 


Voigt said he has been building new

He said each home has to be han- 
dled as a separate case because of the 
building design and the wishes of the 
owners.

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'Fired* teacher: a year of 'scratching for a living9

On Friday afternoon. John Fender was 


quietly reading • newspaper on his 
porch, occasionally putting It down to 
check his 3-year-old son, who was play- 
Ing beside him. 


Afternoons hove changed for Fender, 


who had been accustomed to spending 
time In nn Arlington Heights school 
where he was a teacher for 10 years. 


It has been almost a year since School 


Board Dlst. 23 fired him for "violence 
and cruelty in his relations to students" 
at Miner Junior High School. Since then, 
the time has brought about a long chain 
of events and n multitude of changes for 
Fender and his family. 


During the year, Fender has been 


caught in limbo. Two weeks ago, Cook 
County Circuit Court Judge Edward 
Hcaly reversed the school board's deci- 
sion to dismiss Fender. By low, Fender 
apparently won his job back, but the 
school board Immediately announced 
plans to appeal. 


And it will be six months to a year, 


Fender says, before any decision will be 
made an the appeal. It will also mean 
another six months to a year of uncer- 
tainty for Fender. 


He also fought a battery charge 


brought against him by parents of a sev- 
enth grader who claimed he hit her in a 
class "without provocation." Fender was 
found Innocent last September. 


If you have met Fender before, you'll 


Immediately notice some of the changes. 
He tins lost weight and the work shirt 
and blue jeans suggest he has taken a 
different kind of job — a welder in an 
Elgin factory. 


Fender now prefers his anonymity and 


remains secluded from the public in his 
house hidden in a wooded neighborhood 
of Elgin. 


"Not very many here know about me, 


or have connected me with the news in 
Arlington Heights," said Fender. 


HIS WIFE MARTHA, a teacher's aide 


in the Elgin school district, is also work- 
Ing nights as a waitress, "to make ends 
meet." 


"I would like her to cut down on this 


night business, but she'll be off for the 
summer. 


"It has been kind of a comedown," 


said Fender. "I was up on the salary 
scale, making as much as teachers In my 
position make. Now my wife has to work 
two jobs, and with mine, we're making 
what I used to make alone." 


Fender held a part-time job as a secur- 


ity guard at Woodfield Shopping Center 
in Schaumburg and tried a stint selling 
real estate but abandoned It after he re- 
alized he wasn't making enough money. 


"I was interested In houses and en- 


joyed it, but I got the idea that I may not 
have been the world's greatest sales- 
man," he said. 


FENDER FOUND a job as a welder six 


weeks ago, and considered himself lucky 
when he was hired. "I've got too much 
education that has to be used, and they 
don't like that sometimes." 


A veteran of some nine years of work- 


ing at Rock Island Bridge and Iron 
Works, near where he was brought up in 
Mercer County, Fender was forced to re- 
turn to factory work. 


"I enjoy welding and it's something I 


can do worthwhile," said Fender. 


His first teaching job was in San An- 


tonio, Tex., where he walked into an in- 
dependent school district office after fin- 
ishing a hitch with the Army, asked for a 
position and got one in ten minutes. 


"THE MAN SAID, 'You don't know 


how lucky you are. A guy just resigned 
10 minutes ago,' " said Fender. 


"But basically, I enjoyed teaching. I've 


done a lot of thinking about teaching dur- 


ing the last year. I just didn't turn it off. 
I want to help in education, teaching and 
kids." 


Will Fender go back to teaching? 


Would he go back to teaching in Arling- 
ton Heights if he was reinstated? 


"Sure I would go back," said Fender, 


"but I don't know if I'd be comfortable in 
Arlington Heights. I understand the com- 
munity and generally thought I had a 
half way decent relationship with parents 
and a good one with teachers." 


BUT AFTER BEING dismissed, Fend- 


er states that is "pretty hard to get a 
job." 


"I feel I may not be worth a heck of a 


lot. I think it would be impossible to get 
a teaching job, unless a school district 
says, 'Hey, you're the guy we want.' But 
they haven't been knocking at the door. 


"But it will depend on what happens 


next year. All I can do is anticipate, and 
I would anticipate staying with this job 
(welding)." 


Fender had spent a lot of time thinking 


of his future and confides that it is some- 
thing to "think about at night when there 
Is nothing else to do." 


"It's almost been a year and I've been 


rattling around," he said. "The question 
is what does a 42-year-old man, blasted 


out of his career, do for the next 20 years 
of his life? Welding? I haven't come up 
with any ideas." 


HIS DISMISSAL last June was "stun- 


ning" and Fender said he did not realize 
anything was wrong. 


"If the matter was as serious as it 


was, they (school board) should have 
communicated that to me earlier, like in 
February or March." Fender did not 
think he had bad relationships with stu- 
dents and felt that the school board was 
wrong in firing him for those reasons. 


"I thought that the school board was 


wrong, otherwise I would have resigned 
last summer," said Fender. 


"And when the court ruled a reversal 


on the school board's decision, and Dr. 
Schlott (Richard Schlott, Dist. 25 board 
president) argued that this didn't give 
the school any ways of firing tenured 
teachers, I said, 'Thanks Dr. Schlott.' I 
seem to be the guy on the side who 
might be losing something. All of a sud- 
den, the issue changed to the right of the 
board to fire tenured teachers. It doesn't 
make me feel anything at all." 


The school board contends the weight 


of evidence was against Fender and that 
he was rightfully dismissed. The district 
charged there were several incidents of 


the former language arts teacher strik- 
ing students. 


THE COURT upheld that 
Fender 


should have been given written notice to 
stop corporal punishment before any 
charges were brought against him, and 
that the school board attorney should not 
have acted as prosecutor and counsel for 
the board. 


That decision was not based on wheth- 


er Fender was innocent or guilty of the 
charges. 


The hearing, the court battle and now 


more waiting have taken their toll. 


The year for Fender has been "pretty 


painful. I felt pretty bad last summer. I 
lost a lot of weight. I worry and it gnaws 
inside," he said. 


Two weeks ago, Fender apparently 


won his job back as teacher in Dist. 25 
when a Cook County judge reversed the 
school board's decision to dismiss him. 
Since then, the school board has decided 
to file appeal. 


Fender doesn't know if he'll continue 


fighting, if the courts decide in the school 
board's favor, mainly because of funds. 


Meanwhile, Fender will work his shifts 


in the sweeper factory in Elgin, thinking 
of teaching and ways to improve educa- 
tion. "Just thoughts," he said.

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'Fired9 teacher: a year of 'scratching for a living9

On Friday nftcrnoon. John Fender was 


quietly reading n newspaper on his 
porch, occasionally putting It down to 
check his 3-year-old son, who was play- 
Ing beside Mm. 


Aftcrnooas Imvc changed for Fender, 


who had been accustomed to spending 
time In an Arlington Heights school 
where he was a teacher for to years. 


It has been almost n year since School 


Board Dlst. 23 fired him for "violence 
and cruelty in Ills relations to students" 
at Miner Junior High School. Since then, 
the time has brought nlwut n long chain 
of events nml a multitude of changes for 
Fender and his family. 


During the year. Fender has been 


caught In llmlw. Two weeks ago. Cook 
County 
Circuit 
Court Judge Edward 


Healy reversed the school board's deci- 
sion to dismiss Fender. By law, Fender 
apparently won his job back, but the 
school Ixxml 
immediately announced 


plans to appeal. 


And It \illl hp six months to n year, 


Fender says, before any decision will be 
made on the appeal. It will also mean 
another six months to a year of uncer- 
tainty for Fender. 


He also fought 
n battery charge 


brought against him by parents of a sev- 
enth grader who claimed he hit her in a 
class "without provocation." Fender was 
found innocent last September. 


If you have met Fender before, you'll 


Immediately notice some of the changes. 
He has lost weight and the work shirt 
and blue jeans suggest he has taken a 
different kind of job — a welder In an 
Elgin factory. 


Fender now prefers his anonymity arfd 


remains secluded from the public in his 
house hidden In a wooded'neighborhood 
of Elgin. 


"Not very many here know about me, 


or have connected me with the news in 
Arlington Heights," said Fender. 


HIS WIFE MARTHA, a teacher's aide 


in the Elgin school district, is also work- 
ing nights as a waitress, "to make ends 
meet." 


"I would like her to cut down on this 


night business, but she'll be off for the 
summer. 


"It has been kind of a comedown," 


said Fender. "I was up on the salary 
scale, making as much as teachers in my 
position make. Now my wife has to work 
two jobs, and with mine, we're making 
what I used to make alone." 


Fender held a part-time job as a secur- 


ity guard at Woodfield Shopping Center 
in Schaumburg and tried a stint selling 
real estate but abandoned It after he re- 
alized he wasn't making enough money. 


"I was Interested in houses and en- 


joyed it, but I got the Idea that I may not 
have been the world's greatest sales- 
man," he said. 


FENDER FOUND a job as a welder six 


weeks ago, and considered himself lucky 
when he was hired. "I've got too much 
education that has to be used, and they 
don't like that sometimes." 


A veteran of some nine years of work- 


Ing at Rock Island Bridge and Iron 
Works, near where he was brought up in 
Mercer County, Fender was forced to re- 
turn to factory work. 


"I enjoy welding and it's something I 


can do worthwhile," said Fender. 


His first teaching job was in San An- 


tonio, Tex., where he walked into an in- 
dependent school district office after fin- 
ishing n hitch with the Army, asked for a 
position and got one in ten minutes. 


"THE MAN SAID, 'You don't know 


how lucky you ore. A guy just resigned 
10 minutes ago,' " said Fender. 


"But basically, I enjoyed teaching. I've 


done a lot of thinking about teaching dur- 


ing the last year. I just didn't turn It off. 
I want to help in education, teaching and 
kids." 


Will Fender go back to teaching? 


Would he go back to teaching in Arling- 
ton Heights if he was reinstated? 


"Sure I would go back," said Fender, 


"but I don't know if I'd be comfortable in 
Arlington Heights. I understand the com- 
munity and generally thought I had a 
half way decent relationship with parents 
and a good one with teachers." 


BUT AFTER BEING dismissed, Fend- 


er states that is "pretty hard to get a 
job." 


"I feel I may not be worth a heck of a 


lot. I think it would be impossible to get 
a teaching job, unless a school district 
says, 'Hey, you're the guy we want." But 
they haven't been knocking at the door. 


"But it will depend on what happens 


next year. All I can do is anticipate, and 
I would anticipate staying with this job 
(welding)." 


Fender had spent a lot of time thinking 


of his future and confides that it is some- 
thing to "think about at night when there 
is nothing else to do." 


"It's almost been a year and I've been 


rattling around," he said. "The question 
is what does a 42-year-old man, blasted 


out of his career, do for the next 20 years 
of his life? Welding? I haven't come up 
with any ideas." 


HIS DISMISSAL last June was "stun- 


ning" and Fender said be did not realize 
anything was wrong. 


"If the matter was as serious as It 


was, they (school board) should have 
communicated that to me earlier, like in 
February or March." Fender did not 
think he had bad relationships with stu- 
dents and felt that the school board was 
wrong In firing him for those reasons. 


"I thought that the school board was 


wrong, otherwise I would have resigned 
last summer," said Fender. 


"And when the court ruled a reversal 


on the school board's decision, and Dr. 
Schlott (Richard Schlott, Dist. 25 board 
president) argued that this didn't give 
the school any ways of firing tenured 
teachers, I said, 'Thanks Dr. Schlott.' I 
seem to be the guy on the side who 
might be losing something. All of a sud- 
den, the issue changed to the right of the 
board to fire tenured teachers. It doesn't 
make me feel anything at all." 


The school board contends the weight 


of evidence was against Fender and that 
he was rightfully dismissed. The district 
charged there were several incidents of 


the former language arts teacher strik- 
ing students. 


THE COURT upheld that Fender 


should have been given written notice to 
stop corporal punishment before any 
charges were brought against him, and 
that the school board attorney should not 
have acted as prosecutor and counsel for 
the board. 


That decision was not based on wheth- 


er Fender was innocent or guilty of the 
charges. 


The hearing, the court battle and now 


more waiting have taken their toll. 


The year for Fender has been "pretty 


painful. I felt pretty bad last summer. I 
lost a lot of weight. I worry and it gnaws 
inside," he said. 


Two weeks ago, Fender apparently 


won his job back as teacher in Dist. 25 
when a Cook County judge reversed the 
school board's decision to dismiss him. 
Since then, the school board has decided 
to file appeal. 


Fender doesn't know if he'll continue 


fighting, if the courts decide in the school 
board's favor, mainly because of funds. 


Meanwhile, Fender will work his shifts 


in the sweeper factory in Elgin, thinking 
of teaching and ways to improve educa- 
tion. "Just thoughts," he said. 


'Just Jobs' offers ivorker 
more than its name implies

Early every work day morning, labor- 


ers In the Uptown Chicago area gather at 
store-front offices to look at lists of job 
opening* for the day. 


A day's pay for a day's work Is all 


many of these workers can count 'on, and 
the pay usually seems small after the 
temporary help contractors take their 
share. 


However, one of these day labor 


agencies serving the Northwest suburbs 
Ls different. At the Just Jobs office at 
•U29 N. Broadway, the workers can be 
sure of more money In their pockets at 
the end of the day because Just Jobs Is a 
nonprofit organization set up for the 
workers. 


Ron Fritz, assistant manager, said 


Just Jobs has been In operation since 
1971. and this past year it spread its 
clientele to the Northwest suburbs. He 
said several companies In Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, DCS Plaines and Wheeling arc us- 
ing Just Job workers on their assembly 
lines, in the warehouses and for some 
light clerical work. 


Just Jobs buses workers from the city 


to (lie suburban plants, and It averages 
about BO jobs at day at various locations, 
Fritz said. 


THE ORGANIZATION has received 


some funds from the federal Model Cities 
program and from the local Campaign 
for Human Development. 


"Our goal Is to raise wages of tem- 


porary laborers and assist them in 
switching from temporary to permanent 
employment." Fritz said. 


Most companies pay a temporary em- 


ployment contractor a flat fee, and Fritz 
says Just Jobs takes out just enough 
money to cover overhead and workmen's 


compensation. The rest goes to the labor- 
ers. He said the average pay for most 
day laborers Is $1.60 to $1.70 an hour, 
while Just Jobs workers get about «2.10 
on hour. 


FRITZ ADDED that many other tem- 


porary help firms also charge the work- 
ers for transportation to their jobs. 


"We've noticed since we've been In 


business that wages paid by agencies in 
our area hove gone up," Fritz said. 
"We'd like to think it's because they (oth- 
er firms) have been forced to compete 
with us." 


"Because we pay higher wages, we 


also attract and keep better workers," hp 
added. Fritz said many workers try the 
Just Jobs office first before going to oth- 
er firms for jobs. 


JUST JOBS is sometimes used for 


tryouts for a permanent work force, 
Fritz said. "We encourage plants to hire 
nway our workers for permanent posi- 
tions that open up." 


Fritz said he thinks Just Jobs has 


proven It has good work crews because 
persons who have shown they won't 
work, or who drink on the job are not 
sent out. "The person we're trying to 
serve is the day laborer. But in order to 
help the worker, you have to provide a 
good service to the businessman," he 
said. 


Most of the day laborers working for 


Just Jobs are In their 30s and about ev- 
ery ethnic background Is represented, 
Fritz said. He said Chicago is a "poit of 
entry" for many migrating families, and 
the first thing these people need is jobs. 


Fritz said many of the laborers have 


cither no work history in Chicago or poor 
history, and they can't find permanent 
employment.

Arlington Park depot opening Aug. 1? 


The Chicago and North Western Ry. is 


shooting for an Aug. 1 opening of the new 
passenger depot at Arlington Park Race 
Track, according to railroad officials. 


The new station is expected to serve 


commuters from Buffalo Grove, Arling- 
ton Heights, Rolling Meadows, Schaum- 
burg, Elk Grove Village, and Hoffman 
Etsates. 


Rollins Coakley, director of commuter 


services for the railroad, said yesterday 
parking areas and entrance and exit 
drives still have to be worked out with 
race track officials. 


Exact fares from the new depot have 


not been announced but are expected to 
be about half way between the Palatine 
and Arlington Heights rates. 


THE MONTHLY commuter fare from 


Arlington Heights to the downtown sta- 
tion is $38.20; from Palatine, $39.00. 


"I think it will help us opening (the 


depot) after the end of the racing season. 
It'll allow us to get one full year's experi- 
ence without any conflict from race 
track traffic," Coakley said. 


Coakley said a fence separating com- 


muter parking from the race track park- 
ing will be erected and that driveways 
will lead off of Wilke and Rohlwing 
roads. He said he planned to meet with 
race track officials "very soon" to settle 
these details. 


Construction of the new station grew 


out of the 1969 annexation agreement be- 
tween the Village of Arlington Heights 
and Arlington Park. 


A THREE-WAY agreement between 


the village, the race track and the rail- 
road calls for the village to pay the cost 
of building the depot, the race track to 
provide parking and the railroad to pay 
for all track and platform work. 


"We've finished our part of the work 


and we're only waiting for the com- 
pletion of the building and to settle the 
parking questions," Coakley said. 


The agreement specified parking for at 


least 300 cars at a rate not to exceed the 
current village price, which is now 50 
cents a day. 


Coakley said he was enthusiastic about 


the possibility of the Chicago Cougars 
hockey team playing in a new sports are- 
na across Northwest Highway from the 
race track. 


Owners of the Cougars are reportedly 


considering the Palatine site for a $20 
million new arena for the World Hockey 
Association team 


THOMAS RIVERA, spokesman for Ar- 


lington Park, said yesterday that no one 
from the Cougars has yet contacted the 
track about the possibility of using the 
race track's parking lot for hockey fans 
who would visit the new stadium. 


If the stadium is built in Palatine, 


some hockey fans could be expected to 
ride the train to the Arlingtos Park de- 
pot. 


"The big problem would be getting 


them (the fans) across Northwest High- 
way. I don't know if there are any plans 
for an underpass or overpass," Coakley 
said.

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Earlier than originally planned 
Flood control basin work 
may begin next year: MSD 


by ANNE SLAVICEK 


Construction of a flood control basin at 


Central and Biusc roads, aimed at re- 
ducing flooding In both Arlington Heights 
and Mount Prospect, may begin next 
year, the general superintendent of the 
Metropolitan Sanitary District said yes- 
terday. 


Originally the sanitary district had no 


plans to begin any construction on the 
basin for 5 to ".years. 


MSD Supt. Bart Lynam said construc- 


tion plans for the 425-acre-foot basin 
financed by the two villages and the 
MSD were tentatively agreed to at a 
meeting yesterday with officials of the 
two villages and the sanitary district. 


TIIE TENTATIVE plan reached at the 


meeting calls for diverting flows from 
separate storm sewers into a basin half 
the size of the one originally planned by 
the MSD on the site. The MSD had 
planned the basin to take flows from 
both combined sewers and separate 
storm sewers as part of the Chicago Un- 
derflow Plan system of deep under- 
ground storage tunnels. 


Under the plan developed yesterday, 
the half of the basin to hold stormwater 
could be built next year, while the sec- 
ond basin — aimed at the storage of 
overflows from combined sanitary and 
storm sewers — would be held In abey- 
ance for five years. 


Sanitary district officials agreed to 


consider building at least a portion of the 
basin sooner after being approached by 
Arlington Heights Village Pres. Jack 
Walsh and Mount Prospect Village Pres. 
Robert Telchert earlier this month. 


AT TIIE MEETING yesterday, the sec- 


ond held on the proposal, Arlington 
Heights Trustee Frank Palmatier sug- 
gested the MSD and the two villages 
each pay one-third the estimated $3.1 
million construction cost to build the half 
of the basin now for stormwater storage. 


P a l m a t i e r said Arlington Heights 


would finance its portion of the cost 
through bond sales the village hopes to 
have approved in a $14 million flood con- 
trol referendum to be held this summer. 


Tcichcrt said while no alternative 


plans for the financing of the proposed 


Dale Ave. boundary favored 
ivith Arlington, Prospect Hts. 


The Arlington Heights Village Board 


last night went on record as favoring 
Dale Avenue as the boundary between 
Arlington Heights and the proposed City 
of Prospect Heights. 


Dick Wolf, vice president of the Pros- 


pect Heights Improvement Association 
(PHIA) said he could not say whether 
Dale would bo accepted by the associ- 
ation, but he gave strong Indications that 
the PHIA would not abandon residents 
along Waterman Avenue. 


One of the reasons the board chose 


Dale was to help insure the annexation to 
Arlington Heights of a 38-acre parcel Im- 
mediately cast of John Horsey High 
School. 


Tho property's owner has petitioned 


for annexation to Arlington Heights and 
Is scheduled for a public hearing before 
the plan commission June 20. 


Trustee Alice Harms said that If the 


boundary were sot at Waterman Avenue 
as the PHIA has suggested the vacant 
property owners would be able to play 


off 
Arlington Heights and Prospect 


Heights over annexation and devel- 
opment. 


Mrs. Harms also said that if the 36 


acres went into Prospect Heights, the 
new city would then have access to much 
unincorporated land along Rand Road. 


Wolf said that a straw poll of the resi- 


dents living along Waterman south of 
Palatine Road showed a strong desire on 
their part to be Included in the Prospect 
Heights incorporation.

"The population density and their man- 


date to us not to sell them down the river 
leads me to say we could not exclude 
Waterman In redrawing the boundary," 
Wolf said. 


Several Arlington Heights trustees said 


they did not think the interest of 27 Wa- 
terman Avenue residents should be 
allowed to gerrymander the boundary of 
a proposed new community that would 
have a population of nearly 8,000 per- 
sons. 


Village approves meeting with PHIA 


The Wheeling Village Board last night 


directed the village engineer and plan- 
ner to meet with representative of the 
Prospect Heights Improvement Associ- 
ation (PHIA) to discuss the proposed In- 
corporation of Prospect Heights. 


Jack Gllllgan, PHIA president, said 


his organization was seeking the approval 
of nearby villages as part of a good 
neighbor policy. "We would rather go 
this route," ho said. 


Board members said they would like 


to discuss the boundaries of the pro- 
posed Incorporation before granting ap- 
proval. They noted that Wheeling has 
water and sewer lines falling within the 
boundaries of the proposed incorpor- 
ation area. 


Village Prcs. Ted Scanlon said the 


planner and engineer would set a date 
for the meeting through the village man- 
ager. He said these two village officials 
would then make their recommendation 
to the board. 


basin were advanced at the meeting yes- 
terday he was not yet ready to commit 
himself or his village to paying one-third 
of the cost until engineers can tell the 
elected officials whether the proposal Is 
viable and how much it will help prevent 
flooding in Mount Prospect. 


Teichert said while Arlington Heights 


had another basin planned In the imme- 
diate area and simply could drop that 
basin In favor of the one discussed at the 
meeting, his village had no plans for a 
basin in that area as part of its existing 
flood control program. 


HE SAID Mount Prospect originally 


proposed a basin in that area in 1967, but 
had received little support from the sani- 
tary district at that time. He said he 
docs not know how Mount Prospect 
would finance its portion of the construc- 
tion cost if a three-way split is agreed to, 
but added his village also has not deter- 
mined how It will finance the other ele- 
ments in its flood control program. 


Lynam said the sanitary district at 


first was reluctant to consider any Imme- 
diate construction on the basin because 
of a lack of funds. But, he said, the sani- 
tary district could justify spending $1 mil 
lion for the separate stormwater basin 
because it would reduce the load on the 
district's North Side sewage treatment 
plant In Skokle. 


In addition, he said, the willingness of 


the two village's to help finance the ba- 
sin makes the proposal more feasible to 
the MSD. 


Lynam explained the proposed basin 


would operate essentially like the Wilke- 
Klrchoff basin under construction in Ar- 
lington Heights. It would hold stormwa- 
ter at the time of a heavy rain, then 
empty It back Into Weller creek, he said. 


Lynam said the basin could be used in 


the winter for tobogganing or ice skating 
by the local communities. 


ONE STUMBLING block to getting the 


construction under way next year could 
be any "problems the sanitary district 
may encounter in acquiring the land for 
the basin site on the north side of Central 
Road at Busse Road, Lynam said. 


The sanitary district currently is nego- 


tiating to purchase the land, but if con- 
demnation proceedings in court became 
necessary, the whole project could be de- 
layed, Lynam admitted. 


He said engineers from the villages 


and the sanitary district will work on de- 
tails for the proposal in preparation for 
another meeting June 11. 


HE ESTIMATED the basin, working by 


itself, would reduce flooding from a 100- 
year-raln like the one in 1957 by approxi- 
mately 35 per cent. It probably would 
have stopped all of the flooding that re- 
sulted from the storm last August, he 
said. 


The system would also cut down on the 


frequency of combined sewers backing 
up 
Into homes, 
he said, 
because 


stormwater will not be fed into the com- 
bined sewers from separate storm sew- 
ers.

August firehouse target date 


Construction of an addition to the Pros- 


pect Heights fire station may begin in 
the middle of August, Fire Chief Donald 
Gould said last week. 


"We're set the middle of August as a 


target date," he said.

Funds for the expansion of the current 


fire station, at Rte. 83 and Camp 
McDonald Road, were included in a 
$275,000 bond referendum approved by 
voters two years ago. Since then, the 
Prospect Heights Rural Fire Protection 
District has been negotiating for land 


next to the fire station. In February they 
reached an agreement. 


The district will pay $35,000 for the 280- 


square-foot lot that includes a one-story 
brick house. The district has given the 
house to a Prospect Heights resident who 
has agreed to move it. 


"HE'S SAVING us money," Gould said. 


He said it would have cost the district 
between $2,500 and $3,000 to have the 
building torn down and the debris carted 
away. "We'd get little for the house if we 
put it on the market." He said the occu- 
pants of the house have indicated they 


will move by May 27. 


Once the property is vacated, the tire 


officials will have to arrange with Cook 
County to relocate an alley that sepa- 
rates the current station from the new 
lot. Bob Venit, attorney for the district, 
said the district will have to petition the 
Cook County Zoning Board to remove the 
alley. He said a hearing would then be 
conducted for anyone to voice objections 
to relocation or removal of the alley. 


Venit said more information on the al- 


. ley will be available at the district's next 
monthly meeting June 19.

Schools veto civil rights insurance 


by JILL BETTNER 


School Dist. 21 officials are not antici- 


pating any civil rights suits that could be 
filed against the school board by employ- 
es or residents of the district. 


School boards in several nearby dis- 


tricts appear to be wary of possible civil 
rights actions, however, and are pur- 
chasing expensive insurance. 


Everett Nicholas, attorney for School 


Dlst. 21, which includes Wheeling, Buf- 
falo Grove and portions of Arlington 
Heights and Prospect Heights, said yes- 
terday 
he recommended the School 


Board not buy the insurance because he 
does not believe it is necessary. 


"To date, I know of no judgment In 


Illinois where money damages have been 
awarded in a civil rights case involving a 
school board," Nicholas said. "It seems 
foolish to protect against an unknown 
risk," he added. "One reason the pre- 
miums are so high is because insurance 
companies don't know how to predict the 
risk and to protect themselves, they esti- 
mate premiums on the long side." 


DIST. 21 Business Mgr. Jim Gochls, 


said he knows of three or four companies 
that offer civil rights insurance. Pre- 
miums, he said, average about $4-5,000 
for a three-year period. 


Like the Dist. 21 School Board, the 


boards In Arlington Heights, Dist. 25 and 
Dist. 15 In Palatine and Rolling Meadows 
have also elected not to Insure them- 
selves with an outside agency. If any ac- 
tions are brought against these boards, 
the cost of defending them will be paid 
by local taxpayers through the school 
budget. 


The school boards In Prospect Heights 


Dist. 23, Elk Grove Twp. Dist. 59, Mount 
Prospect Dlst. 57 and River Trolls Dist. 
26 have the civil rights Insurance. 


Commenting on the reason the Dist. 26 


School Board recently opted to buy the 
Insurance. Jean Melster, district treas- 
urer, said, "I think it's been the tenden- 
cy." She added that she had heard sev- 
eral civil rights suits have been brought 
against school boards in other parts of 
the country. 


Nicholas sold the risk of possible civil 


rights suits against elementary districts 
is much less than it Is in high school 
districts. Most high school districts, in- 
cluding local Dst. 214, protect them- 
selves with civil rights insurance. 


THE KINDS of situations that might 


result In a civil rights action against a 
school board Nicholas said, Include 
teacher dismissals on the basis of race 
or religion or where an instructor has 
been fired for exercising one of his con- 
stitutional rights such as freedom of 
speech. 


A civil rights suit might also be 


brought against a school board, Nicholas 
pointed out by a student claiming he was 
improperly expelled for exercising a civil 
right.

Strikes could delay school completion 


Possible labor strikes loom as another 


potential delay in the construction of 
Friendship Junior High School in Des 
Plaines, but the architect says the school 
can still be ready by the scheduled open- 
ing of school in September. 


Scott Kelley, architect for Elk Grove 


Township School Dist. 59, told the board 
last night, "barring strikes and floods, I 
can see no reason why we can't be in the 
school by the fall." 


Kelley said progress of construction on 


the school has improved recently. He 
said carpeting is being laid, lavatory 
equipment has been installed and other 
equipment is ready to go into the build- 
ing. 


He said strikes could still delay com- 


pletion of the school. Teamsters, various 
crafts, and labor unions all have contract 


negotiations beginning within a 
few 


weeks, he told the board. 


IF THERE IS A strike by any union, 


completion will be delayed, according to 
Kelley. He didn't speculate on the possi- 
bility of a strike. 


Even if thro is a strike, Kelley said 


that "there is no doubt" the academic 
areas of the school will be ready for stu- 
dents when classes begin in September. 


The strike would affect only nonaca- 


demic areas, he said, because the aca- 
demic areas are nearing completion. 
Construction on Friendship has been pla- 
gued with a long series of delays. Kelley 
said last night "the problems are basi- 
cally behind us." 


Originally the school was to have 


opened in January of this year. The 
opening date was pushed back mid- 


March, then 
mid-May, then June 1, 


then July 15 and finally to the current 
September opening. 


A representative of the architectural 


firm had blamed most of the delays on 
the failures of Albert Berg, general con- 
tractor, to meet scheduled deadlines. 


IN MID-MARCH, the board took a step 


toward a possible firing of Berg by 
adopting a resolution giving Berg and his 
bonding company notice that he might be 
removed from the job site. 


The resolution did not commit the 


board to any action. It only served as a 
legal warning that the board was not sat- 
isfied with progress of the work. 


Since the warning was given, construc- 


tion has speeded up, and Kelley reports 
that he is now confident the building can 
be ready by September.

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'Fired9 teacher: a year of 'scratching for a living9

On Friday afternoon, John Fender was 


quietly reading a newspaper on his 
porch, occasionally putting It down to 
check his 3-year-old son, who was play- 
Ing beside him. 


Afternoons have changed for Fender, 


who had been accustomed to spending 
tlmo In an Arlington Heights school 
where ho was a teacher for 10 years. 


It has been almost a year since School 


Board Dlst. 25 fired him' for "violence 
and cruelty In his relations to students" 
at Miner Junior High School. Since then, 
the time has brought about a long chain 


of events and a multitude of changes for 
Fender and his family. 


During the year, Fender has been 


caught in limbo. Two weeks ago, Cook 
County Circuit Court Judge Edward 
Hcaly reversed the school board's deci- 
sion to dismiss Fender. By law, Fender 
apparently won his job back, but the 
school board immediately announced 
plans to appeal. 


And It will be six months to a year, 


Fender says, before any decision will be 
made on the appeal. It will also mean 
another six months to a year of uncer- 
tainty for Fender. 


He also fought a battery charge 


brought against him by parents of a sev- 
enth grader who claimed he hit her in a 
class "without provocation." Fender was 
found innocent last September. 


If you have met Fender before, you'll 


immediately notice some of the changes. 
He has lost weight and the work shirt 
and blue jeans suggest he has taken a 
different kind of job — a welder in an 
Elgin factory. 


Fender now prefers his anonymity and 


remains secluded from the public in his 
house hidden in a wooded neighborhood 
of Elgin. 


"Not very many here know about me, 


or have connected me with the news in 
Arlington Heights," said Fender. 


HIS WIFE MARTHA, a teacher's aide 


In the Elgin school district, is also work- 
ing nights as a waitress, "to make ends 
meet." 


"I would like her to cut down on this 


night business, but she'll be off for the 
summer. 


"It has been kind of a comedown," 


said Fender. "I was up on the salary 
scale, making as much as teachers in my 
position make. Now my wife has to work 
two jobs, and with mine, we're making 


what I used to make alone." 


Fender held a part-time job as a secur- 


ity guard at VVoodfield Shopping Center 
in Schaumburg and tried a stint selling 
real estate but abandoned It after he re- 
alized he wasn't making enough money. 


"I was interested in houses and en- 


joyed it, but I got the idea that I may not 
have been the world's greatest sales- 
man," he said. 


FENDER FOUND a job as a welder six 


weeks ago, and considered himself lucky 
when he was hired. "I've got loo much 
education that has to be used, and they 
don't like that sometimes." 


A veteran of some nine years of work- 


ing at Rock Island Bridge and Iron 
Works, near where he was brought up in 
Mercer County, Fender was forced to re- 
turn to factory work. 


"I enjoy welding and it's something I 


can do worthwhile," said Fender. 


His first teaching job was in San An- 


tonio, Tex., where he walked into an in- 
dependent school district office after fin- 
ishing a hitch with the Army, asked for a 
position and got one in ten minutes. 


"THE MAN SAID. 'You don't know 


how lucky you are. A guy just resigned

Dutch Elm 
will take toll 
of trees here

About 255 Arlington Heights elm trees 


will die this year, victims of a small, 
dark brown beetle. 


The minute killer, just an eighth of an 


Inch long, Is the smaller European bark 
beetle. It carries 95 per cent of Dutch 
elm disease which strikes annually, ac- 
cording la village forester Erwln Page. 


Pago estimated that 3 per cent of the 


village's 8.500 elms will fall victim to the 
disease this year. 


"For the lost few years we have held 


steady at this level. In the past wo have 
jumped to 4 or 5 per cent," ho sold. 


The bug Is attracted to the elm by tho 


tree's pungent scent. It bores into the 
bark and constructs galleries. If the 
beetle is carrying the spore of the dis- 
ease, the tree Is In for trouble. 


PAGE SAID THAT the disease, which 


Is fatal to most elms, Is spread by con- 
tact. It usually occurs through the beetle, 
but In about 3 per cent of the cases the 
runts of the Infected tree arc Intertwined 
with the ones of a healthy tree, trans- 
mitting tho disease this way. 


Leaves In the crown of the tree begin 


to turn brown and yellow In June. This Is 
lite first Indication of Infection. 


Page said an Inspection of the layer 


beneath the bark of the suspected area Is 
then In order. 


"An average home-owner probably 


couldn't Identify the disease. That comes 
with practice. We will Inspect all trees at 
no cost, It's another service to the tax-

cents for a single round-trip. 


The proposed fares will be the subject

Lulsada said once a decision on buying 


the buses has been made, he will attempt 
to find several buses he can use to begin 
service while waiting for the village's 
buses to be delivered.

Flood control basin work could start next year 


,

Construction of a flood control basin at 


Central and Busse roads, aimed at re- 
ducing flooding in both Arlington Heights 
and Mount Prospect, may begin next 
year, the general superintendent of the 
Metropolitan Sanitary District said yes- 
terday. 


Originally the sanitary district had no 


plans to begin any construction on the 
basin for 5 to 7 years. 


MSD Supt. Bart Lynam said construc- 


tion plans for the 425-acre-foot basin 
financed by the two villages and the 
MSD were tentatively agreed to at a 
meeting yesterday with officials of the 


two villages and the sanitary district. 


THE TENTATIVE plan reached at the 


meeting calls for diverting flows from 
separate storm sewers into a basin half 
the size of the one originally planned by 
the MSD on the site. The MSD had 
planned the basin to take flows from 
both combined sewers and separate 
storm sewers as part of the Chicago Un- 
derflow Plan system of deep under- 
ground storage tunnels. 


Under the plan developed yesterday, 


the half of the basin to hold stormwater 
could be built next year, while the sec- 
ond basin — aimed at the storage of 
overflows from combined sanitary and 


storm sewers — would be held in abey- 
ance for five years. 


Sanitary district officials agreed to 


consider building at least a portion of the 
basin sooner after being approached by 
Arlington Heights Village Pres. Jack 
Walsh and Mount Prospect Village Pres. 
Robert Telchert earlier this month. 


AT THE MEETING yesterday, the sec- 


ond held on the proposal, Arlington 
Heights Trustee Frank Palmatier sug- 
gested the MSD and the two villages 
each pay one-third the estimated $3.1 
million construction cost to build the half 
of the basin now for stormwater storage. 


P a l m a t i e r said Arlington Heights 


would finance its -portion of the cost 


through bond sales the village hopes to 
have approved in a $14 million flood con- 
trol referendum to be held this summer. 


Telchert said while no alternative 


plans for the financing of the proposed 
basin were advanced at the meeting yes- 
terday he was not yet ready to commit 
himself or his village to paying one-third 
of the cost until engineers can tell the. 
elected officials whether the proposal is 
viable and how much it will help prevent 
flooding in Mount Prospect. 


Teichert said while Arlington Heights 


bad another basin planned in the imme-

Stocks took a pounding on the New 


York Stock Exchange. The selling gener- 
ated the heaviest volume in more than 
three months. The Dow Jones industrial 
average closed with a loss of 8.66 at 
885.51. Standard & Poor's 500 stock index 
fell 1.13 to 102.73, and there was a 50- 
cent-loss in the price of the average 
NYSE common share. Losers led gain- 
ers, 1,392 to 227, among the 1,818 stocks 
traded. Volume totaled 20,690,000 shares, 
compared with 17,080,000 shares Friday.

"But basically. I enjoyed teaching. I've 


done n lot of thinking about teaching dur- 
ing the last year. I just didn't turn U off. 
I want to help In education, touching and 
kids." 


Will Fender go back to teaching? 


Would ho go back to teaching in Arling- 
ton Heights I; he was reinstated? 


"Sure I waild go back," said Fender, 


"but I don't know If I'd be comfortable In 
Arlington H-.'ights. I understand the com- 
munity mid generally thought I had a 
half way decent relationship with parents 
and a good one with teachers." 


BUT AKTEK BEING dismissed, Fend- 


er states that Is "pretty hard to get a 
job." 


"I feel I may not be worth a heck of a 


lot. I think It would be impossible to get 
a teaching job, unless a school district 
says, 'Hey, you're the guy we want.' But 
they haven't been knocking at the door. 


"But it will depend on what happens 


next year. All I can do Is anticipate, and 
I would anticipate staying with this job 
(welding)." 


Fender had spent a lot of time thinking 


of his future and confides that It is some- 
thing to "think about at night when there 
is nothing else to do." 


"It's almost been a year and I've been 


rattling around," he said. "The question 
is what does a 42-year-old man, blasted 
out of his career, do for the next 20 years 
of his life? Welding? I haven't come up 
with any ideas." 


I11S DISMISSAL'last June was "stun- 


ning" and Fender said he did not realize 
anything was wrong. 


"If the matter was as serious as it 


was, they (school board) should have 
communicated that to me earlier, like in 
February or March." Fender did not 
think he had bad relationships with stu- 
dents and felt that the school board was 
wrong in firing him for those reasons. 


"I thought that the school board was 


wrong, otherwise I would have resigned 
last summer," said Fender. 
. "And when the court ruled a reversal 
on the school board's decision, and Dr. 
Schlott (Richard Schlott, Dist. 25 board 
president) argued that this didn't give 
the school any ,ways of firing tenured 
teachers, I said, 'Thanks Dr. Schlott.1 I 
seem to be the guy on the side who 


might be losing something. All of a sud- 
den, the issue changed to the right of the 
board to fire tenured teachers. It doesn't 
make me feel anything at all." 


The school board contends the weight 


of evidence was against Fender and that 
he was rightfully dismissed. The district 
charged there were several incidents of 
the former language arts teacher strik- 
ing students. 


THE COURT upheld that Fender 


should have been given written notice to 
stop corporal punishment before any 
charges were brought against him, and 
that the school board attorney should not 
have acted as prosecutor and counsel for 
the board. 


That decision was not based on wheth- 


er Fender was innocent or guilty of the 
charges. 


The hearing, the court battle and now 


more waiting have taken their toll. 


The year for Fender has been "pretty 


painful. I felt pretty bad last summer. I 
lost a lot of weight. I worry and it gnaws 
inside," he said. 


Two weeks ago, Fender apparently 


won his job back as teacher in Dist. 25 
when a Cook County judge reversed the 
school board's decision to dismiss him. 
Since then, the school board has decided 
to file appeal. 


Fender doesn't know If he'll continue 


fighting, if the courts decide in the school 
board's favor, mainly because of funds. 


Meanwhile, Fender will work his shifts 


in the sweeper factory in Elgin, thinking 
of teaching and ways to improve educa- 
tion. "Just thoughts," he said.

dlate area and simply could drop that 
basin in favor of the one discussed at the 
meeting, his village had no plans for a 
basin in that area as part of its existing 
flood control program. 


HE SAID Mount Prospect originally 


proposed n basin in that area in 1967, but 
had received little support from the sani- 
tary district at that time. He said he 
does not know how Mount Prospect 
would finance Its portion of the construc- 
tion cost If a three-way split Is agreed to, 
but added his village also has not deter- 
mined how It will finance the other ele- 
ments In Us flood control program. 


Lynam said the sanitary district at 


first was reluctant to consider any Imme- 
diate construction on the basin because 
of n lack of funds. But. he said, the sani- 
tary district could justify spending $1 mil 
lion for the separate stormwotcr basin 
because it would reduce the load on the 
district's North Side sewage treatment 
plant In Skokic. 


In addition, he said, the willingness of 


the two village's to help finance the ha- 


sin makes the proposal more feasible to 
the MSD. 


Lynam explained the proposed basin 


would operate essentially like the Wilke- 
Kirchoff basin under construction in Ar- 
lington Heights. It would hold stormwa- 
tcr at the time of a heavy rain, then 
empty It back into Weller creek, he said. 


Lynam said the basin could be used in 


the winter for tobogganing or ice skating 
by the local communities. 


ONE STUMBLING block to getting the 


construction under way next year could 
be any problems the sanitary district 
may encounter in acquiring the land for 
the basin site on the north side of Central 
Road at Bussc Road, Lynam said. 


The sanitary district currently is nego- 


tiating to purchase the land, but If con- 
demnation proceedings in court became 
necessary, the whole project could be de- 
layed, Lynam admitted. 


He said engineers from the villages 


and the sanitary district will work on de- 
tails for the proposal In preparation for 
another meeting June 11. 


HE ESTIMATED the basin, working by 


Dale Ave. boundary favored 
ivith Arlington, Prospect Hts. 


The Arlington Heights Village Board 


Inst night went on record as favoring 
Dale Avenue as the boundary between 
Arlington Heights and the proposed City 
of Prospect Heights. 


Dick Wolf, vice president of the Pros- 


pect Heights. Improvement Association 
(PHIA) said he could not say whether 
Dale would be accepted by the associ- 
ation, but he gave strong Indications that 
the PHIA would not abandon residents 
along Waterman Avenue. 


One of the reasons the board chose 


Dale was to help insure the annexation to 
Arlington Heights of a 36-acre parcel Im- 
mediately cast of John Horsey High 
School. 


The property's owner has petitioned 


for annexation to Arlington Heights and 
Is scheduled for a public hearing before 
the plan commission June 20. 


Trustee Alice Harms said that If the 


boundary were set at Waterman Avenue 
as the PHIA has suggested the vacant 
property owners would be able to play

Mrs. Harms also said that If the 36 


acres went Into Prospect Heights, the 
new city would then have access to much 
unincorporated land along Rand Road. 


Wolf said that a straw poll of the resi- 


dents living along Waterman south of 
Palatine Road showed a strong desire on 
their part to be Included In the Prospect 
Heights Incorporation. 


"The population density and their man- 


date to us not to sell them down the river 
leads me to say we could not exclude 
Waterman in redrawing the boundary," 
Wolf said.

22-month-old 
infant's death 
reported here 


A 22-month-old girl died late Friday of 


an undetermined cause after parents and 
neighbors tried in vain to revive her. 


The girl, Michele Knuth, daughter of 


Mr. and Mrs. William Knuth, 2290 Mag- 
nolia Dr., was pronounced dead on arriv- 
al after being brought to-Holy Family 
Hospital by Des Plaines firefighters. 


Firemen said they saw Knuth adminis- 


tering mouth-to-mouth resuscitation and 
a heart massage to the girl when they 
arrived. 


Knuth told firefighters the girl vomited 


blood before they arrived and called for 
an ambulance. 


The body was later turned over to the 


Cook County Coroner's office, where a 
spokesman said it would be about six 
weeks before a cause of death is official- 
ly determined pending results of a chem- 
ical examination of the body. 


Police declined to release any informa- 


tion on the death which is under in- 
vestigation. 


Funeral services will be held at 1:30 


p.m. today at the Burke-Sullivan Funeral 
Home, 5018 Chicago.Ave., Chicago. 


Burial is at St. Joseph's Cemetery in 


River Grove.

Elm trees will face mortal enemy 
beetle

payers." he said. 


O.NCK Till; TIlKi: Is diagnosed as 


being Infected. U must be cut down im- 
mediately to lessen the possibility of con- 
tagion to healthy elms. 


And the removal of diseased trees 


must take place whether they arc on vil- 
lage property, such as parkways, or pri- 
vate property. 


"Removal must be completed within 10 


days of notification." Page said. 


The village contracts the removal of 


village trees to private firms. Home- 
owners must arrange for the elimination 
of diseased trees from private property 
themselves. 


Page said there are several companies 


that do this. Cost of the removal can 
range from $.10 up to $500, depending on 
location and size of the tree. 


THE KF.l.I.KD trees arc used as land- 


fill. Until a few years ago, they were 
burned. Pollution ordinances have now 
put n stop to this practice. 


Page said the beetle usually roams 


only n few yards from his original tree, 
but he can travel further by riding the 
wind. 


Because the disease is spread within 


close proximity, Page recommends that 
new trees not be planted closer together 
than 50 feet. 


The bark beetle can travel great dis- 


tances If conditions arc favorable. He 
has been known to hitch rides on trains, 
trucks and even boats. 


This bug with a wanderlust has, In 


fact, spread the disease half way around 
the world. 


The disease originated in Asia, accord- 


ing to Page, and was carried to Holland 
In lumber shipments to that tree-starved 
country. 


IT WAS IN THE Netherlands that the 


disease was named. 


"It's a common misconception that the 


disease affects 'Dutch elms.' The disease 
Is named for the country, not the tree," 
Page said. 


The beetle and the disease came to this 


country In the 1920s in logs destined for 


Poppy sales slated 
Thursday and Friday 


The Merle Guild American Legion Post 


wilt be selling popples Thursday and Fri- 
day at the Arlington Heights Chicago & 
North Western railroad station, begin- 
ning at 7 a.m. 


The poppies are made by disabled vet- 


erans at hospitals in the Chicago area. 
Proceeds from the sales will be chan- 
neled through the post's hospital fund to 
Hincs and Vaughn hospitals, Chicago 
State Hospital at Dunning and the Chi- 
cago Center for Disabled Veterans. 


Last year, local poppy 'sales netted 


$600. This year's goal is the same, ac- 
cording to Hugh Kibble, sales chairman. . 


Poppy sellers will be wearing Legion 


caps and will operate only in the commu- 
ter station area, Kibble said. 


The Arlington Heights sales are sanc- 


tioned by the village, and are In con- 
junction with poppy sales across the 
country. 


the veneer industry. 


The beetle worked his way west, strik- 


ing the Midwest in full force in the mid- 
1950's. 


Elms were originally planted in the 


Eastern half of the country because nur- 
serymen considered them "the ideal 
tree," Page said. 


"Elms were chosen because of their 


fast -growth, beauty and shade. And they 
were cheap. The big mistake was think- 
ing they were ideal and putting them ev- 
erywhere. They had no idea a disease 
would run through them like this. Now, 
we try to alternate the types of trees," 
he said. 


Page said the disease can strike-any 


elm, but the Chinese variety is the most 
resistant. His test showed that the Chi- 
nese elm was Infected only once per 
thousand exposures. 


HE CAUTIONED that most "Chinese" 


elms in this area are actually of the "Si- 
berian" species. 


He warned that although the Chinese 


elm may escape infection, they make ex- 
cellent breeding grounds for the beetle. 


Page said there is no cure for the dis- 


ease, but the tree may be chemically 
treated to kill the beetles. 


Commercial applications of beetle-stop- 


ping methoxychlor will cost the elm own- 
er at least $20 to $40 per tree, but Page 
said the cost is usually higher. He also 
said the poison should be applied only by 
a professional. 


IF THE DISEASE strikes trees on 


parkways, the village usually replaces 
the removed tree at no cost. 


Replacement trees are usually ash, 


maple, linden or locust about 2-inches in 
diameter. A larger tree can be planted 


on the parkway at an added cost to the 
home owner. 


A 2Ms-inch diameter tree with burlap- 


bagged roots begins at about $40. 


While there is no sure preventive meth- 


od known at this time, Page recommend- 
ed the following practices to lessen the 
chance of Dutch elm infection. 


• A healthy tree is generally more re- 


sistant to infection of all kinds. 


• Inspection 
of elms for blighted 


leaves. 


• Spraying of methoxychlor to ward 


off the beetle. 


• Avoid trimming of branches in early 


June. The odor of the sap draws the 
beetle. 


• Prompt removal of diseased trees to 


lessen the chance of spreading the dis- 
ease.
